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EXPOSING A CONSPIRACY

A BOLD SCHEME TO OVERTHROW 
A GOVERNMENT. 

ONTARIO LEGISLATORS WHO RECEIVED 
MONEY AND PROMISES OF OFFICE TO 
VOTE AGAINST THE MINISTRY. 

Toronto, March 18.—In the Provincial 

Legislature last night occurred one of the most 
startling events ever recorded in the annals of 
legislative assemblies under the British flag. At 
the last elections for the Provincial Legislature 
the Mowat Government was returned to 
power with their former majority of 28 
reduced to 12. The contest had been un- 
usually bitter. There were several burning 
questions, among them being the question of 
provincial rights and the north-west boundary 
of the Province of Ontario. The Government at 
Toronto fought for the preservation of the rights 
which it was understood were given to the Prov- 
tnces under the British North American act at 
confederation to legislate on all matters relating 
to internal affairs and to the good government 
of the Province; also for a ratification of the 
Q@ward upon the boundary question which 
gave land containing minerals and lumber 
Valued at $120,000,.000 to the Province. 
The opposition were supported by the Dominion 
Government, and various rumors were current 
during the vacation that the Government would 
find upon the opening of the Legislature in Jan- 
uary that their majority had dwindled away, or, 
in other words, that sufficient of their supporters 
had been induced to go over to the opposition to 
defeat them. The Conservatives openly boasted 
that Receiver Mowat would go, and they were 
much surprised when the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne was carried by 12 ma- 
jority. 

After the vote, various members of the Goy- 
ernment party were approached by persons sup- 
posed to be in the confidence of the leaders of 
the opposition and the Dominion Ministers, and 
were carefully sounded as to their views upon 
the stability of the Mowat Government. Among 
the numher were Mr. William D. Balfour, repre- 
senting South Essex; Robert McKim, represent- 
ing West Wellington; Dr. Dowling, of South 
Renfrew, and others. These gentlemen were 
frequentiy spoken to by the parties 
to the conspiracy, and as regularly and 
faithfully repeated everything that passed to the 
members of the Government who instructed 
them to go as far as they could without commit- 
ting themselves. This they did with the result 
that after the House had passed through com- 
mittee of supply last night Premier Mowat rose 
to a question of privilege, and called upon the 
Speaker to read the contents of two letters which 
had been handed him during the day. 

Then arose Mr. Speaker. He produced two 
Jarge envelopes addressed to himself. One was 
from Mr. M. McKim, member for North Welling- 


ton, and it was very short. It stated that Mr. 
McKim had been approached by J. A. Wilkinson, 
and had been paid no less a sum than $1,000 to in- 
fluence his vote. and this money, in 10 one-hun- 
dred-dollar bills, Mr. McKim inclosed to the 
Speaker. The second Jetter was one to a similar 
effect from Mr. Balfour, of South Essex, 
who had received $800 from one Kirk- 
land for a_ similar purpose. ‘The _ effect 
upon the House of this disclosure was 
indescribable. A pin could have been heard to 
drop as the Speaker read the letters in a clear, 
dignified tone, and slowly counted out the $1,800 
before the people. Attention was strained to 
the utmost when Mr. Morris, of the Opposition, 
arose and impressed upon the Speaker the im- 
portance of the letters, and of keeping each let- 
ter, with its inclosures and envelopes, separate 
from the other. Afterward Mr. Morris and his 
leader, Mr. Meredith, more clearly showed that 
they intended to do all in their power to bring 
odium not upon the criminals, but upon the 
patriotic gentlemen by whose self-sacrifice the 
criminals were brought tuo justice. 

As soon as the Speaker had read the letters Mr. 
Mowat againarose and read out a statement of 
the whole history of the case.. The attempts to 
bribe his supporters had begun at the beginning 
of the session. The persons implicated are Mr. 
Christopher W. Bunting, chief editor of the Mail; 
Mr. Edward Meek, a barrister, who bas an office 
in the Mail Building; J. A. Wilkinson, one Kirk- 
land, and one Lynch, the two latter American 
citizens. The Attorney-General] related how Mr. 
Balfour, Mr. McKim, and Dr. Dowling, of 
South Renfrew, had been approached with offers 
of money and Dominion offices; how Mr. Bunt- 
ing had stated to the members that he was au- 
thorized by Sir John Macdonald to offer them 
the offices, and how the members took the in- 
formation at once to the Government; how, 
under the advice of the Government, Messrs. 
Balfour and McKim pretended to listen to the 
roice of the tempter, and how at length the 
money had been actually paid to them. All 
these things were embodied in a resolution refer- 
ring the matter to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, with instructions to investigate 
the same. Mr. Mowat added a few plain, un- 
varnished words to this narrative, expressing a 
hope that every member of the House would in- 
sist on probing the charges to the bottom. 

The resolution offered to the House by, the 
Premier, and which was carried, sets forth * That 
the Attorney-General, a member of this House, 
has from his place in the House stated that he is 
credibly intormed and believes that divers 

ersons named by him, including Christopher 

Vv. Bunting, John A. Wilkinson, Edward Meek, 
F. S. Kertland and one Lynch have entered into 
conspiracy to accomplish the defeat of the Gov- 
ernment in this House by corrupting members of 
this House to vote against the Government and 
Government measures; that-in carrying out the 
— of the conspiracy the said Wilkinson, to 
intiuence the vote of the said McKim, repeatedly 
offered him money and has at len 
Gelivered to the said McKim $1,000; that 
McKim, immediately on receiving the money, 
placed it in the hands of Mr. Speaker, 
to be by him produced to this House; that both 
Wilkinson and Bunting for the same corrupt 
purpose undertook to pay to Mr. McKim a fur- 
ther sum of $1,000 ona future day; that to se- 
cure the same corrupt object Wilkinson and 
Bunting further offered and undertook that Mc- 
Kim should be appointed Registrar at Regina, in 
the North-west, with a salary of $1,000 a year, as- 

uring McKim that the Dominion Minister of 
feaerbor had pledged them his word that their 
promise of said office could be carried out: that 
for the same corrupt purpose already mentioned, 
and toinfiuence the vote of William D. Balfour, 

Wilkinson repeatedly offered to pay and did this 

flay deliver to Balfour $800 in cash and undertook 

to pay a furthersum of $700 on a future day; 
that tor the same purpose Kertland also offered 

to pay to him the sum of 1.200; that im- 
mediately on receiving the said sum of $800 

Mr. Balfour placed the same in the hands of Mr. 

Speaker, to be by him produced to this House; 

that, further, to secure the same purpose, Wil- 

kinson undertook that Balfour should be ap- 

inted by the Dominion Government to a 

gistrarship at Regina, in the North-west; 
that Wilkinson, for the coureay® purpose already 
mentioned, and to influence the vote of the said 

John F. Dowling, offered him the sum _ of $2,000 
cash, and to pay him a fnrther sum of $2,000 ata 
future period; that the sum so offered to be paid 
down was exhibited to him by the said Wilkin- 
pon, and that there is reason to believe that other 
corrupt offers were made by the said conspira- 
tors to, and rejected by, other members of the 
House. 

The resolution was carried and the matter re- 
ferred to the standing Committee on Privileges 

nd Elections. Immediately upon the matter 

ing brought before the House F. 8. Kirkland, 
one of the accused men, who was sitting in the 
ladies’ gallery, was arrested upon a warrant 
charging him with conspiracy. Wilkinson was 
aiso arrested at his hotei, and the pair were taken 
to. the police. station, where they were con- 
fined for -the night. The man _ Lynch 
had taken alarm and absconded. Bunt- 
ing and Meek, both of whom own prop- 
erty here, were not arrested, but were served 
with process to appear at the police court this 

morning. Kirkland described himself as age 37, 

2 lawyer by profession, married, residing at 

Neillville, is. -He has extensive timber limits 

in Wisconsin, and expressed his willingness to 

spend $10.000 to overturn the present Govern- 
ment, with whose timber policy he claims to be 
flissatisfied. At the police court this morning 

Kirkland, Wilkinson, Bunting, and Meek ap- 

peared to answer to the charge. They claimed 

an adjournment until Friday, but the magis- 
trate, in consequence of the gravity of the 
offense, refused \to accept bail for Kirkland and 

Wilkinson, who were committed to jail. 

The case was also investigated_by tne commit- 
tee of the Legislature who heard the statements 
of the persons whom the accused persons sought 
to bribe, and also that of other members who 
yea been approached by the accused men, all 

ully corroborating the allegations in the resolu- 
tion and information. The matter will come up 
again at the meeting of the committee to-mor- 
row, when further information of a moro start- 
ling nature, if possible, may be revealed. The 
excitement is intense throughout the Province.

REFUSED ADMISSION TO THE BAR. 


MRS. KILGORE’S THIRD MOTION DENIED BY 
THE COURT. 
« PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—Mrs. Damon 
Y. Kilgore’s ambition to become a lawyer was 
crushed again to-day. Judges Ludlow and Yerks, 
a majority of the Common Pleas Court, No. 3, 
followed in the footsteps of Courts Nos. 1 and 2 
and overruled the motion for her admission to 
practice. Judge Finletter dissented. A lone 
opinion was delivered by Judge Ludlow. He said 
in the course of it: “It may beadmitted at once 
that no inherent reason exists why a woman, 
married or single, may not engage in any busi- 
ness which a man may lawfully follow. 1t 
ought, however, to be remembered that the Cre- 
ator of the universe, for a reason which any rea- 
sonable being ought to consider self-evident, 
made a distinction between the sexes, and saw 
fit, in the propagation of the species, to protect 
the physically weaker sex by laws as inflexible as 


other and general Jaws governing the universe, 
and to place under the protection of the male 
sex the female, simply because, as a general and 
universal Jaw applicable to all created living or- 
ganisms, the temale requires protection. Of ex- 
ceptional cases we do not speak, but of general 
laws, by which alone we must determine princi- 
ples of universal aa. Again, experience, 
if it proves anything, establishes the fact that 
while a dividing line cannot be accurately drawn 
between duties chietiy pertaining to the male 
and female, the laws of God or for those who de- 
ny His existence, the laws of nature, distinctly 
point to the temale for the performance 
of these duties—to my mind of the highest and 
nobiest nature which may be performed by her 
—if not in private at least away from public glare 
and public exposure. These duties are so various 
and many that it is needless to enumerate 
them. I am opposéd to the admission of this 
lady, who is a married woman of unquestionable 
character and ability, tirst, because no law or 
custom sanctions, but on the contrary contem- 
poraneous exposition and universal practice con- 
demn it; second, to grant this motion would bein 
the present condition of the law anact of judicial 
legislation, and therefore of judicial usurpation; 
third, because in this instance the applicant, be- 
ing a married woman, cannot enter into those 
contracts without ability to make which she 
cannot legally practice as an attorney of the 
courts; fourth, because the question is one 
peculiarly the subject of legislation, and there- 
fore must be solved by legislative and not by 
judicial authority.” 


PRISON LABOR IN OHIO. 


THE CONTRACT SYSTEM ABOLISHED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE, 

CoLumgvus, Ohio, March 18.—The Pen- 
itentiary bill, which has occupied so much atten- 
tion during the past few years and which abol- 
ishes the contract system in Ohio, passed both 
branches of the Legislature to-day. Section 1 of 
the bill provides for the appointment of a Board 
of Managers, consisting of five members, two of 
whom shall be practical, skilled mechanics, to be 
appointed by the Governor. The managers shall 


receive no compensation, but shall be paid al! 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance 
of their duty. Section 4 is as follows: 

“The contract system of employing convicts shall 
not exist in any form in the Ohio Penitentiary, but the 
prisoners shail be employed by the State, and in sucha 
way as to in the Jeust possible manner interfere with or 
atlect free Jabor, and the managers shail use every ef- 
fort to so sapose of all merchandise as to avoid injuri- 
ous com ition with any business of the citizens of the 
State. ll prisoners under the age of 22 years shall be 
employed at hand work exclusively for the purpose of 
acquiring atrade. The managers are es to em- 
ploy all the  egences ao that are necessary in making all 
articles for the various State institutions as far as prac- 
ticable, and the institutions shall pay to the penitegtiary 
the market price for all of such articles furnished.” 

Section 5 says: 

“Every sentence of the institution to a person here- 
after convicted of a felony, except for murder in the 
second degree, who has not previously been convicted 
of a felony and served a term in a penal institution, 
shall be, if the court having said case thinks it right 
and proper to do so, a genernl sentence of imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. The term of such imprison- 
ment of any person so convicted and sentenced may 
be terminated by the Bourd of Managers as authorized 
by this act, but such imprisonment shall not exceed 
the maximum term provided by law for the crime for 
which the prisoner was convicted and sentenced; and 
no prisoner shaii be released until after he shail have 
served at least the minimum term provided by law for 
the crime for which the prisoner was convicted.” 

Section 8 gives the Managers power, subject to 
the approval of the Governor, to make such 
rules and regulations for the government of the 
prisoners as shall best promote their reformation. 
Section 9 provides that the Board may parole 
prisoners to go outside of the inclosure, but to 
remain while on parole in the legal custody of 
the board. The Warden is authorized to have 
placed to the credit of each prisoner, except 
those serving a life sentence, such amount of 
their earnings as may be decided upon by the 
Board of Managers, and such amounts to be paid 
to the family ot the prisoner or such other per- 
son as he may designate, but 25 per cent. of such 
a are to be reserved and given to the pris- 
oner when discharged. 

The bill passed the House by a vote of 72 to 18, 
and goes into effect May 1.

THE TROUBLE IN THE COAL MINES. 

PiTTsBsuRG, March 18.—This morning a 
coal operator, in a conversation upon the pro- 
ceedings of the Trade Tribunal, gave an insight 
into the actual status of affairs between the two 
sides composing that board. “It is now about 
conceded,” said the operator, “ that the board is 
not going to settle the mining price this time. 
The miners are sticking out for 3% cents, but 
they are willing to leave the matter to the um- 
pire by requesting him to decide between 3 and 


3% cents per bushel. They are confident that he 
will split the difference and give them 34 cents 
at least. The operators want the umpire to 
decide between 2% and 34% cents per bushel, 
hoping that he will make 3 cents the figure. On 
Thursday Mr. McIntosh will be back, and at that 
meeting the operators will break the tribunal by 
withdrawing. ‘the rates will come down to 3 
cents without a strike, for the Panhandle district 
must have a chance to compete with the Balti- 
more and Ohio mines. Arbitration has never 
yet reduced wages in this region: therefore the 
men are in favor of the plan. But when the rate 
is to be lowered, none of the miners’ representa- 
tives dare go back to their constituents atter 
having reduced the wages. The miners on the 
board would sooner see the tribunal disbanded 
than to have a reduction ordered. A number of 
pits in the second pool resumed to-day at a re- 
duction of 44 cent.

The trial of the old 
Board of Fire Commistioners for malfeasance in 
Office is now in progress here. The State is hardly 
making out its case.

ALL FOR THE OLD TICKET.

WHEELING DEMOCRATS ALMOST UNANIMOUS 
IN THEIR PREFERENCE, 

WHEELING, West Va., March 18.—With a 
view of ascertaining the Presidential preferences 
of leading Democrats interviews were had to-day 
with about 50 prominent members of the party 
in this city, including all the State, county, and 
city officials and local leaders of the organization. 
The result showeda wonderful feeling of unan- 
imity of feeling in favor of Tilden. His name was 
everywhere mentioned with the greatest en- 
thusiasm, and probably 95 per cent. of the party 
here consider him the most available man. In 
fact, his is the only name mentioned as a first 
choice. When others were referred to it was 
only because of a feeling that Tilden had at 
last realized his physical inability to stand 
the excitement and labor inseparable from a 


Presidential canvass and would refuse to 
accept a nomination. As illustrating party sen- 
timent, out of theentire number of State officials, 
clerks, and attachés at the capital not one could 
be found advocating any other than the New- 
York statesman. Should circumstances, how- 
ever, make another selection imperative, the ma- 
jority of Tilden’s friends expressed a decided 
preference for Randa!l, with the minority about 
equally divided between Hoadly, Payne, and Mc- 
Donald. Bayard was seldom mentioned. 

Beyond advocating the old ticket there ‘vas lit- 
tle expression of opinion. As to Vice-President, 
most of those interviewed had no persona! pref- 
erence and no name to suggest. General confi- 
dence was expressed in the ability of the Democ- 
racy to carry the State for the ny 4 nominee, 
except in the contingency of the issue being 
squarely and openly for free trade,in which 
=— it was conceded the Republicans would 
win. 


RIcHMOND, Va., March 18 —A canvass to- 
day of the Democratic members of the Virginia 
Legislature as to their Presidential preferences 
shows that Tilden leads in the Senate by a very 
large majority, and Bayard in the House of Dele- 

tes, with Tilden not far behind him. Mr. 

yard has a strong hold upon the affections of 
the Democrats in this State. Mr. Tilden, despite 
his reported determination not to be a candidate 
for the nomination, has a considerable following 
in Virginia. Many think that he ought to have 
another show for the nominetion. The protec- 
tionists, however, are worki quietly in al! of 
the sections of the State in which mines and man- 
ufacturing interests abound. Their work will 
not be apt to show itself plainly until after the 
Chicago Convention meets, 

The State Democratic Committee, of which 
John 8. Barbour is Chairman, will meet in Alex- 
andria on March 20. A call will then be issued 
for a State Convention to choose delegates to the 
Chicago Convention and Presidential Electors. 
The success that crowned the efforts of Chairman 
Barbour in the contest in this State last year en- 
courages the members of his party to believe 
that he will lead them to another victory equally 
as marked in the Presidential — this year. The 
compact organization of the Democrats, which 
did so much in defeating Mahone last Fall, is to 
be continued, and made if possible even more 
useful. Mahone is watching every movement of 
his opponents. His lieutenants say they have 
learned many things from the result of the last

BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 

Boston, March 18.—Judge Devens this 
morning, in the Supreme Court, rendered a de- 
cision in the cases of Ferdinand A. Wyman, a 
Trustee of the insolvent estate of Shaw Brothers 
against Fogg and others and Richardson. The 
petitioner filed two bills in equity to obtain an 
injunction to prevent respondents from prose- 
cuting their lien upon certain lands in New-York 
and Maine sold by them to Shaw Brothers previ- 
ous to their failure. The court sustained the de- 
murrers to both bills and the petitions were dis- 
missed on the ground that jurisdiction in the 
cases properly belongs in New-York, and if the 
parties are aggrieved they can find their remedy 
there. 


Derroit, March 18.—Mrs. E. H. Stone, 
one of the most extensive dry goods dealers in 
Portland, this State, made an assignment this 
morning. She had previously filed a chattel 
mortgage in favor of her father for $6,000, fol- 
lowed by another in favor of Charles Root & Co., 
of Detroit, for $4,000. Her liabilities are esti- 
mated at from $15,000 to $17,000; assets, $12,000. 

HAMILTON, Ontario, March 18.—At a 
posting: here to-day of the creditors of the late 
James Reid, furniture-dealer, the liabilities were 
shown to be $50,000, which includes $16,000 in 
torged paper purporting to be signed by Col. 
Bain. member of Parliament, but of which he 
disclaims ali knowledge. The assets are placed 
at $80,000. 

WILKESBARRE, March 18.—H. Goodman, 
a clothier at Freeland, Penn., has failed. His 
stock was sold by the Sheriff this morning. His 
liabilities and assets are unknown. The creditors 
are principally New-York and Philadelphia firms.

THE ARABS STILL DEFIANT 


OSMAN DIGNA URGING A HOLY 
WAR. 
HIS SPIRIT NOT BROKEN BY HIS RECENT DE- 
FEAT—HIS FOLLOWERS LESS CONFIDENT 
—THE REWARD FOR HIS HEAD. 


Svuakry, March 18.—The spirit of Osman 
Digna and some of his fanatical adherents is far 
from being broken. He has returned with as 
many as 2,000 followers to the neighborhood of 
his former encampment. He adopts the same 
tone in his intercourse with his people as before 
the last disaster, and is exhorting them to wage a 
religious war. He assures them that in the third 
battle success will be theirs, but the tribes are 
much demoralized, as they reflect upon the 
full significance of their crushing defeat. Os- 
man does not hesitate to make use of stern meas- 
ures toward any of his followers who show signs 
of disaffection. Two sheikhs wno attempted to 
leave his camp have been placed in chains. Ad- 
miral Hewitt’s proclamation offering a reward 
for Osman’s head reached the hands of the 
sheikhs with him. They read it and spurned it 
with supreme contempt. Osman’s scouts, to the 
number of 150, are watching close about Hand- 
oub. They are under orders to kill all stragglers 
they meet, whether they are English or belong to 
the tribes friendly to the English. 

Lonpon, March 18.—A_ boat has left 
Shendy to try and open communication with 
Gen. Gordon at Khartoum. Zobehr Pasha has 
offered to go to Khartoum to assist Gen. Gordon, 
on condition that he be allowed to take funds to 


raise a force of 1,500 blacks. The Cairo Govern- 
ment recommends England to accept Zobehr’s 


offer. 

The Marquis of Hartington, War Secretary, 
has received the text of Admiral Hewitt’s proc- 
lamation offering £1,000 reward for Osman Dig- 
na’s head, and has ordered it to be withdrawn in 
the most judicious manner possible. ‘he Mar- 
quis of Hartington stated this afternoon, in the 

ouse of Commons, that he had received a dis- 
patch trom Admiral Hewitt explaining his 
reason for issuing the proclamation. He as- 
serted that Osman had killed two of his messen- 
gers, and he therefore considered the rebel chief 
a murderer. : ; 

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under Foreign 
Secretary, announced in the House of Commons 
to-day that the interruption of yp com- 
munication between Shendy and Khartoum still 
continues. The last dispatch received from Gen. 
Gordon was dated March 11. 

A large Liberal meeting was heldat Monmouth 
to-day. It rejected a resolution expressive or 
contidence in the Government and adopted one 
condemning the policy which has been pursued 
in the Soudan. 
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THE CONSPIRATORS OF EUROPE. 
THE DYNAMITE SCARE IN ENGLAND—AN 
ALLEGED SPANISH PLOT. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The scene about the 
entrance of the House of Commons this after- 
noon, where numerous committees were sitting, 
was of a most unusual character. Clerks and 
porters, carrying bags and boxes to the commit- 
tee-rooms were stopped by the police and the 
parcels subjected to a thorough examination, so 
as to prevent the possibility of the introduction 
of dynamite. 

Warsaw, March 18.—The police have a 
suspicion that Dagaieff, the leader of the party of 
Nihilists who murdered Col. Sudeikin, is in War- 
saw. Fifty arrests were made last night. The 


hotels have been directed to report to the police 
the arrival of all strangers. 


MADRID, March 18.—Gen. Ferrer has been 
arrested, and search is being made for Gen. Hi- 
dalgo. ‘nese olficers are believed to be implicat- 
ed in the widespread conspiracy against the Gov- 
ernment. The Democratic and Liberal journals 
charge the Government with magnifying the 
conspiracy. The Republican papers pronounce 
the conspiracy an invention. 

Paris, March 18.—To-day is the anniver- 
sary of the beginning of the Commune of 1871 
it bad been apprehended that public manifesta- 
tions would polar tony The day, however, 
has passed very quietly. The Communists have 
observed it by visiting the various cemeteries 
and placing wreaths upon the graves of the de- 
parted leaders. 

Several banquets in honor of St, Patrick’s Day 
were heidin Paris and vicinity yesterday. One 
was given at Belleville, at which was displayed 
the motto: *O’Donnell’s death willbe avenged.” 
Several delegates of the Irish Republican Broth- 
erhood were present. Patrick Casey advocated 
the use of dynamite. 


TRIESTE, March 18.—A bomb exploded 
to-day in front of the Governor-General’s resi- 
dence. The person who placed it there escaped. 
No damage was done. 


THE FRENCH WAR ON CHINA. 

Paris, March 18.—The Gaulois says that 
Li Hung Chang, Viceroy of China, is submitting 
a basis of peace to the English and American 
Ministers at Pekin and asking them to intervene. 

Gen. Millot, commander of the French land 
forces in Tonquin, has been instructed to ad- 
vance as far as he considers advisable. The oc- 
cupation of Langson, Kaobang, and Laokai is 
thought to be necessary in order to provide for 
the security of Tonquin. I1t is asserted that 
France will demand a_ heavy indemnity from 
China, and will occupy Chinese territory to guar- 
antee its payment. 

Gen. Millot telegraphs as follows: ** The rout 
of the Chinese is complete. It is useless to pur- 
sue them further. Fort Phulang will be our ad- 
vanced post.”’

Dusuin, March 18.— The Bankruptcy

The French Government threatens to employ 
military force against the little republhe of 
Andorra, in the Pyrenees, unless that diminutive 
State shall settle certain claims which France 
presents against it. 

An explosion of gas occurred in a merchant’s 
house here to-day. A police officer and a fire- 
man were killed and 20 persons were injured, in- 
cluding a number of passers-by. 


BERLIN, March 18.—The German Govern- 
ment has asked the Austrian authorities to 
postpone the execution of Hugo Schenck, the 
wholesale murderer of servant girls, pending an 
inquiry in regard to girls whom Schenck is be- 
lieved to have murdered in Germany. 

In the Reichstag to-day all parties gave their 
support to the proposition to appropriate 18,790,- 
000 marks for the construction of torpedo-boats 
and batteries. It was referred to the Budget 
Committee. The Naval Department received 
congratulations from all sides for the celerity 
with which it had created an efficient fleet. Gen. 
Von Caprivi, Minister of Marine, thanked the 
Reichstag for these expressions of confidence 
and appreciation. The President announced the 
reception of a resolution of condolence at the 
death of Herr Lasker from the Cincinnati Gym- 
nastic Society. He stated that he would express 
the thanks of the Reichstag tor the socicty’s 
sympathy. 

Prince Bismarck rides Gaily in the Thiergarten. 
He seems to be in splendid health. He sits upon 
his horse with erectness and rides with vigor. 
The impression of the Reichstag is that he has 
renewed his strength both mentally and physic- 
ally.

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COL. ROBERT W. SEYMOUR DEAD. 
Col. Robert W. Seymour died at Charles- 
ton, S. C., yesterday, in his eighty-third year. 
He was the oldest member of the Charleston Bar, 
and practiced law in that city for over 60 years. 
He received no college education, and his great 


success as a criminal lawyer was due mainly to 
his natural eloquence and to the untiring devo- 
tion which he bestowed upon his cases. Col. 
Seymour was elected a member of the Legisla- 
ture from Charleston County many times, ex- 
tending over the period from 1837 to 1860, when 
the State seceded from the Union. In the House 
of Representatives his eloquence was on several 
occasions used with great effect. He also served 
for several terms as a member of the Charleston 
City Council. Col. Seymour was an Odd-feliow 
and Mason. About 1850 he went to Washington 
to attend the celebration of the Odd-fellows, 
which was held there at that time, and his 
speeches on that occasion created a profound 
impression upon the Northern people and thou- 
sands flocked to hear him.

THE CITIZENS OF WILKESBARRE PROTEST 
AGAINST IT. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 18.—The 
citizens of Wilkesbarre held an immense mass- 
meeting in the Opera-house to-night to protest 
against the granting of any more licenses and 
to take steps to have those who violate the law 
by selling liquor without a license punished. 
The audience was made up of some of 
the best people of the city, inciuding 
many ladies. J. Wells Hollenback, the largest 
real estate owner and probably the richest 


man in the city, was elected Chairman. The 
Vice-Presidents included the names of some of 
the representative business men of the city and 
ministers of the Gospel of all denominations. 
Addresses were delivered by Robert Graham, the 
New-York bya opto mer agitator; S. R. Brun- 
dage, J. Wells Hollenback, the Rev. C. Wood- 
ruff, and ex-Attorney-General Palmer. The 
eneral tenor of their remarks was that the 
iquor traffic was a_ great and grow- 
ing evil; that 186 saloons were too many 
for Wilkesbarre, and that public opinion should 
be aroused on the subject in order that the laws 
on the statute-books prohibiting the illegal sale 
of liquor might be enforced. Resolutions were 
adopted calling upon all good and law-abiding 
citizens to aid in the work of suppressing the 
evil, and a Committee of Fifty, composing some 
of the leading citizens, was appointed to see that 
the laws be enforced. 

Ex-Attorney-General Palmer said Wilkesbarre 
had 30,000 Sa and 200 rum shops. He was 
a practica {aoe genes enough to know that it was 
always the best policy to be on the winning side, 
and if the 200 sz.loons were going to defeat the 
30,000 he would go into the saloon business him- 
self.

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UNDERGROUND TELEGRAPH WIRES. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—It is learned 
to-day that within the last two or three weeks 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company has aban- 
doned the use of all of its overhead tele- 
graph wires except two, which run _ be- 
tween the Broad-street station and the 
company’s main office in South Fourth- 
street and the freight station at Front and Wal- 
nut streets, and is doing its telegraph and tele- 
phone business between these points by means of 
underground wires. Itissaid that the company 
is using about 40 underground conductors with 


perfect success. In addition to the telegraph 
business three telephone wires running through 
the same conduits are already in successful ope- 
ration. THe Times's corespondent chatted over 
amile anda half of telephone wire laid under- 
ground, and it was the most satistactory chat by 
telephone that he ever indulged in. There was 
not the slightest:evidence of induction—that dis- 
tressing buzz and rattle that is always heard 
when overhead wires are used, and sometimes 
renders intelligible communication absolutely 
impossible. The tones of the voice of the man 
at the otherend of the wire were as clear and 
distinct as though he had been in the same room. 

Conversation has been carried on in this city 
over an underground telephone wire by two men 
four miles apart. The words spoken, it is said, 
were heard by the respective parties more dis- 
tinctly than any words ever listened to by the 
same persons over the overhead wires. The un- 
derground system which has been adopted by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company was in- 
vented by Mr. David Brooks. 
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THE GLASS MANUFACTURERS. 
PrrTsBURG, Penn., March 18.—A commit- 
tee of Western window glass manufacturers and 
workers have gone to the East to settle a trouble 
that may cause serious complications. The trou- 
ble was thus set forth by a manufacturer to-day: 
“The Eastern window-glass manufacturers have 


been cutting prices lately,and threatened to lower 
the market.

The Eastern scale ot wages is lower than 
that in force here, and by cutting prices they can 
injure the Western district a great deal. The 
Eastern workmen have stuck to their rates, but 
the cutting was done by the manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. A committee was appointed to go 
East and havea talk with those manufacturers. 
President Cline is in earnest about the matter, 
and if the Eastern manufacturers do not hold the 
rate we will order the workmen out of the fac- 
tories.

The first establishment 
the committee will visit will be that situated at 
Bordentown; from tbere they will go to Phila- 
delphia. ~° 
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THE MECCA OIL REGIONS. 
CLEVELAND, March 18.—There is consid- 
erable excitement in Trumbull County just now 
over certain movements in the Mecca oil regions. 
The district has been open for about 20 years, 
and some 10,000 wells are now doing business in a 
smail way. Many of them are owned by farmers, 


who take out a little oil each day and make their 
living thereby. The whole region seems to be 
fuil of pockets which can be pumped dry, and 
after being allowed to lie for a few days will 
again be found full, the oil having oozed in 
through the shale. er several parties from 
New-York dropped down into Mecca and leased 
7,000 acres, which they propose to open in a novel 
way.

THE TARIFF FEUD ALARMING THE 
PARTY LEADERS. 

OBSTINACY OF THE TWO FACTIONS—FUTILE 
EFFORTS TO COMPROMISE—TALK OF 
FORCING RANDALL TO TERMS, , 
’ WASHINGTON, March 18.—The more the 
Democratic members talk about making Mr. 
Morrison’s bill to reduce Customs duties the sub- 
ject of a party caucus or conference the les 
reason do they find for hope that such action 
will restore peace and harmony to their ranks. 
The tariff reformers and anti-reformers accuse 
each other of blindly trying to destroy the 
chances of Democratic success in the approach- 
ing Presidential campaign, and in more than one 
instance friendly banterings and peaceful argu- 
ments have given way to bitter invectives 
and strong denunciations. Mr. Morrison’s, 
friends talk earnestly of the righteousness of 
their cause and valiantly insist that upon the. 
Morrison measure in its modified shape the Dem- 
ocratic Party must stand or tall. Mr. Watter- 
son’s sharp arraignment of Mr. Randall and his 
followers, and his declaration that they must 
join the tariff reformers or go over to the Re- 
publican protectionists is regarded as a semi- 
Official bulletin of the decision reached by the 
head men of the anti-Randall Democrats, and it 
has, to a certain extent, given new cour- 
age to the rank and “file. {ft does 
not appear, however, to have frightened 


the protectionist faction, the leaders of which 
still allow it to be understood that under no cir- 
cumstances can the Morrison bill have their sup- 
port. ‘“ We have been willing all along to meet 
the friends of the bill in a friendly conference,” 
said a Randall Democrat to-day, * but no amount 
of bulldozing will make us give up our convic- 
tions, If an attempt is made to compel us tosup- 
ort @ measure which is suicidal to the Demo- 
cratic Party, we will simply decline to be driven, 
and any attempt to read us out of the party: will 
be a miserable failure. If anybody is to give way, 
it must be in the Morrison ranks, for we pro 
to insist upon what we know to be the right.” 
-Other opponents of the tariff measure assert 
that the extreme views expressed by Mr. Carlisle, 
Mr. Morrison, and others of that school have al- 
ready badly damaged the prospects of the De- 
mocracy, and to make the billa pasey. measure 
would be to destroy what little hope is left. Some 
of them warmly criticise Speaker Carlisle’s ut- 
terances at the dinner of the New-York Free 
'Trade Club, while mild criticism of the same sort 
is occasionally heard from timid tariff reformers. 
“ How,” said a Kandall follower, “can we 
for the support of the business interests of the 
country when the Speaker of the Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives  publicl 
advocates a policy to which_ the busi- 
ness men are opposed?” Whil t is true 
that some of the adherents of the Pennsylvania 
protectionist will hesitate before refusing to ac- 
cept the decision of a caucus, it isequally true 
that the obstinate refusal of Mr. Randall to come 
down from his lofty perch has tempered the 
ardor of more than one of the other faction. It 
is these weak-kneed members who are a thorn in 
tho flesh to earnest supporters of the Morrison 
bill. The fear that in the coming conferenee the 
uncompromising attitude of the Randallites will 
frighten the timid ones into granting concessions 
which will Jargely defeat the purposes of the bill 
troubles them. Some of the tariff men dread a 
split in the party as much as they care for the 
Morrison bill, and how to reassure such menisa 
problem the leaders are now trying to solve. 
On the other hand, many of the tariff reform- 
ers declare their intention of standing as firmly 
for their principles as their enemies will. They 
see no reason, they say, why a little clique should 
be allowed to rule the whole party, and they do 
not intend to permit it. They laugh at the ciaim 
of the Kandailites that tariff reform will destroy 
Democratic Presidential hopes, and remark that 
if itis true they do not understand why the Re- 
publican Representatives are trying to kill the 
ill. They contend that Randall, not Morrison, 
is playing into the hands of the Republicans, and 
oak if this is not the case, why the Republicans 
so thankfully accept the Pennsylvanianian’s help. 
The Democratic Senators are beginning to take 
an anxious interest in the outcome of the tarrf 
discussion among the Congressmen, and they are 
coming forward with friendly advice. They are 
urging the Representatives to settle their troubles 
betore the tariff bill is brought up in the House, 
and they are doing what they can to induce all 
hands to join in the proposed conference. They 
are trying to restrain the exiremists of each fac- 
tion and counsel moderation on both sides. Con- 
versation with the Senators, however, leaves the 
impression that they rear their advice is falling 
upon stony ground. The muiish obstinacy o 
the Randall minority is apparently proof against 
all attacks. 
Speaker Carlisle, Mr. Morrison, Mr. Watterson, 
and one or two other prominent supporters of 
tariff reduction, are not to be found in their 
usuai haunts to-night. Itis reported that they 
are enjoying a quiet dinner with a well-known 
Philadelphia editor, who possesses Mr. Randail’s 
confidence, and that the tariff difference in the 
Democratic Party is one of the principal topice 
of conversation.

THE BONDED WHISKY BILL. 
The promoters of the bill to extend the 
bonded period of distilled liquors were very ac- 
tive in the House of Representatives and in the 
lobbies to-day, in anticipation of an attempt that 
was to be made to get the measure before the 
House for a vote. It had been supposed that the 
Post Office Appropriation bill would be disposed 
of before 3 o’clock, and that then Speaker Car- 
lisle would recognize the whisky men’s repre- 
sentative to move to take up their bill, They 
kept their men in the hall or within easy 
reach until 4:30 o'clock, but the personal 
and political sparring over the Postal biil oc- 
cupied the entire day. Mr. Townshend was 
prodded by one and another to hurry along with 
the Appropriation biil. but his combative nature 
eould not resist the temptation to reply to Re- 
publican assaults upon the Postal bill, and the 
friends of the whisky manufacturers were 
obliged to submit to another disappointment. 
It is asserted by Representatives interested in the 
repeal of the tax on tobacco, and the reduction 
of the tax on brandy distilled from_ fruits, 
that the managers of the Bonded Whisky 
bill are willing to aliow an amendment 
ot that nature to the whisky Dill, and tkat this 
will secure 25 new votes for that measure and 
insure its passage if a vote can be obtained. 
The difficulty is to find a time when the bill does 
not conflict with other business that has priority. 
It is whispered about that if the whisky bill 
comes up for consideration before Mr. Morrison 
calls up the tariff bill it will be made 
the basis of 2a movement for the sim- 
plification of the method of collecting 
internal revenue taxes, by which a_ large 
portion of the corps of collectors, gangers, 
and other officials may be dispensed with, and 
that an attempt will also be made to reduce the 
taxes on whisky and fruit brandy, and abolish 
the tax on tobacco and on bank circulation. 
Some of the protectionists sce in this poet an 
opportunity to turn to good account for their 
view of the tariff question the conflict of opin- 
ions on the Democratic side by reducing the in- 
come of the Government from internal taxation 
so largely that the attempt to curtail tariff ratea 
may be abandoned by the tariff reformers.

PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTMENTS. 
Since the failure of the President to re- 
nominate James B. Sener for Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Wyoming a movement has 
been started to make Judge Sener Solicitor of 
the Treasury, as the successor of the late Mr. 
Rayner. The movement, it is understood, has 
the support of Virginia politicians who ave 
friendly to the Administration. The Virginia 
Senators were not at all pleased with the dispiace- 
ment of Judge Sener, whose retention bad 
been promised to them, and they and other 
Virginians argue that the President ought 
to be giad to rectify the mistake he 
made in setting aside so good a Judge as Mr, 
Sener.

VIOLATIONS OF THE AUIEN LAW. 

Complaint has been made to Congress 
that the alien law of 1874 has been grossly abused 
by foreigners to the detriment of American 
pilots and engineers. Under that law any alien 
who has legally declared his intention of becom- 
ing a citizen of the United States and has had a 
permanent residence in.this country for six 
months prior to his application forlicense may 
be licensed asa pilot or engineer of any steam- 


boat as if he had been already natural- 
ized. It is alleged that on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts and the Canadian border a 
large proportion of aliens get their licenses as 
pilots and engineers by declaring their intention 
and never becoming bona fide ejtizens; that 
their only residence in this country is during the 
navigation season, and that when that season is 
over they, having served as Americai? captains, 
pilots, and enginetrs, return to their Canadian 
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ho: where they pay taxes and owe allegi: 
giance 
to a foreign power. These aliens get their 
icenses year after year by simply ex- 
Inspectors the papers they 
An American pilot 
engineer cannot act in that capacity upon 
a Canadian vessel, without becoming a British 
subject, the law being strictly enforced against 
him. To correct the abuses cf the American 
law the Commerce Committee .. (ic House of 
resentatives has recommended that the law 
amended so that, to obtain a renewal of his 
license as engineer or pilot, the applicant must 
exhibit to the Inspectors satisfactory evidence 
under oath that he has continuously resided in 
the United States for one year preceding the ap- 
plication, and that no license shall be granted to 
any Fay ta who has been a resident of this coun- 
try for four years, or who has received a fourth 
renewhl license, unless the applicant shall ex- 
hibit to the Inspectors a certificate of admission 

to citizenship of the United States.

A RAILWAY FOR THE NATIONAL PARK. 

The Pacific Railroad Committee of the 
House of Representatives has recommended that 
authority be granted by Congress for the con- 
struction of a railroad through the northern 
part of the National Ycllowstone Park, to con- 
nect the Clark’s Fork mining district in Montana 
with Cinnabar on the Northern Pacific Road. It 


would not be advisable, the committee says, to 
permit the construction of a railroad or the 
sstablishment of private commercial enterprises 
of any character not requisite to the com- 
fort and pleasure of the — in portions 
bf the park containing the objects of in- 
terest to visitors, which would “ detract from 
the natural purity and quiet.” The present 
Wagon road between the two points named fol- 
lows the Yellowstone River, the east fork of the 
river, ana the Soda Butte Creek, and the railroad 
would necessarily be constructed on substantial- 
ly the same course. The principal objects of in- 
terest to tourists are in portions of the park re- 
mote from this route, and the operation of a 
rajlroad would not detract from their beauty 
nor interfere with the game to a greater extent 
than the teams that now pass over the route. 
The railroad would pass through the park for a 
distance of 30 miles and afford communication 
between 300 mining claims and the Northern 
Pacific Railroad.

POISONED BY TOBACOO SMOKE. 

From the Cincinnati News Journal, March 16. 

The fact has just leaked out that Mr. W. 
L. Mallory, who fell dead in a Cincinnati North- 
ern Railroad car on his way to his home in Avon- 
dale, Monday evening, was slowly killed by in- 
haling the nauseous fumes of the deadly cigar- 
ette and the villainous cigar. At least, his heart 
trouble, which had seldom given him any uneasi- 
ness, Was SO aggravated by the suffocating smoke 
in the car that he died after breathing it a few 


moments, and two other men, whose names could 
not be ascertained last night, fell in fainting 
fits. The “‘accommodation” on the road is a 
little bob-tail car, with only one compartment, 
into which men, women, and children are ail 
jammed together. Until a few weeks since 
two cars or one large car with a partition were 
used. One-half of the latter was intended as a 
smoker for gentiemen. Under this arrangement 
lovers of the weed could take it easy and smoke 
at their convenience. When this car was taken 
off there was great objection, and many patrons 
of the road filed their protests. When Mr. Mal- 
lory boarded the train he was in robust health. 
The car was crowded with menand women. 
Many of the men were smoking. The windows 
were ali down, and the smoke was so dense in the 
coach that it could be cut with a knife. Mr. 
Merriweather, the tea merchant, was on the 
train, and gives a vivid description of the scene. 
To a News Journal reporter who questioned him 
he said: “The atmosphere in the car was 
stifling—suffocating. My wife was with me, and 
we were seated behind two young men who 
were smoking cigarettes. They puffed out 
the smoke in immense volumes, and my 
wife began to get sick I went up 
in the forward part of the car, and a couple 
of gentlemen offered me their seat, which I ac- 
cepted for Mrs. Merriweather. It was the seat we 
vacated that Mr. Mallory and another gentleman 
occupied, so that they got the benefit of the same 
smoke that made my wife ill. It would be hard 
to describe the atmosphere in the car. When 
Mr. Mallory fell over and was in his death-strug- 

les his companion on the seat, who was also af- 
tected by the nauseous air, fell ina dead faint. 
Those who rushed to the relief of both thought 
they had two dead men on the car, for the other 
agg 0 seemed to be as lifeless as Mr. Mal- 
or The first thing was to break the windows 
and Jet in some fresh air. Water was hastily pro- 
cured, and all the usual restoratives applied, but 
it was found that Mr. Mallory_was dead. The 
other gentleman no one knew. He was taken in 
charge by the conductor, and at the Zoological 
Gardens transferred to the other carand brought 
back to the city, where he was properly cared 
for. He was very sick,and for a while it was 
feared he would die. I also understand that an-

MISSOURI PACIFIC AND ITS LEASED 
LINES. 

EARNINGS AND EXPENSES OF JAY GOULD'S 
SOUTH-WESTERN SYSTEM FOR THE PAST 
YEAR. 

The report of theoperation of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company and its leased and 
operated lines (which compose Jay Gould’s Sc uth- 
western system) for the year ending Dec. 31, 1883, 
has just been issued, The total earnings of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway for the year are stated 
at $9,153,781 38, of which $4,175,266 are entered as 
surplus earnings. Total operating expenses, 
$4,978,465. Balance to the credit of the income 
account Dec. 31, 1883, $5,064,563 39; this is an in- 
crease over th. previous year of $429,402. The 
bonded debt of the company has increased dur- 
ing the year $1,516,000. 

The financial exhibit ofthe Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific shows a debit balance Dec, 31, 1883, of 
$4,073,583, an apparent inerease of $2,037,703 in 
one year. The amountof common stock has in- 
creased $196,700, the funded debt $7,127,221, and 
the stocks and bonds on hand $697,977. The total 
assets of the company, including cost of road and 
equipment, are stated at $131,664,837 62. The 


earnings of the Wabash for the last six months 
of 1883, (the period during which it. was leased to 
the Missouri Pacific.) are given as $9,531,512 64. 

The earnings of the Texas and Pacific Railway 
during the year were $7,045,652 38, andghe operat- 
ing expenses, $5,397.€45 26. The income account 
balance on Dec. 31 last was $2,040,136 23. The 
bonded debt now amounts to $41,714,000. 

The St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern 
Railway Company is reported to have earned 
last year $7,904.683, of which $3,690,119 was sur- 
plus. The balance of the income account Dec. 
31 was $109,921 48. 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas earned $7,843,- 
511 61 gross during the year, and paid out $4,646, 
503 for operating expenses. The balance of in- 
come account at the end of the year was 
$3,910,783 73. 

The surplus earnings of the International and 
Great Northern Railroad for 1883 were 8954.251 91, 
and the balance of the income account Dec. 81 
was $3,064,783 48. 

Vice-President Hayes reports that in Texas 
nearly three times more land was sold in 1883 than 


in 1882. 
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THE NORTH-WESTERN POOL. 
MANAGERS OF THE INTERESTED ROADS 
TALKING ALL DAY WITHOUT RESULT. 

CuicaGco, March 18.—The question wheth- 
er there shall be a North-western pool is still in 
abeyance. The general managers of the roads 
interested in the North-western traffic were in 
session throughout to-day, without coming to 
any conclusion, and they will try it again to- 
morrow. The Rock Island was represented by 
President Cable, the North-western by Vice- 
President Hughitt, the St. Paul by General 
Manager Roswell Miller, and the Burlington by 
General Manaver T. J. Potter. 

Unusual precautions were taken to preserve 
secrecy, even the Generali Freight Agents being 
excluded. Asfaras can be ascertained, the dis- 
cussion was quiet and dignified, and all the man- 
agers secmed convinced of the necessity of com- 
ing to some agreement as the only means of 
averting a serious, damaging war. The 
North-western Road wanted a pool, but was 
unwilling to make the concessions asked. The 
Rock Island insisted on its proposition of a week 
ago. The discussion chiefly touched upon the 
subject of fixing the percentages by arbitration. 
To this the North-western would agree, but 
wanted a different mode of arbitration trom that 
proposed at the last meeting. No understanding 
was reached, but it is said that the 
discussion resulted in removing the gap 
between the contestants. The life of 
the pool was only slightly considered to-day, but 
will form an important part of to-morrow’s dis- 
cussion. The North-western is opposed to the 
two years’ minimum, and wants the privilege of 
giving $0 days’ notice at any time, The Rock 
Island favors one yearas the shortest duration 
of the pool. The managers this evening had 
hopes that the roads would waive their differences 
and agree upona pooling plan, but they say it 
would be unsafe to bet on it. 


Albert Keep, the President of the Chicago and 
North-western Railway, said yesterday that up 
to that time he had received no advices from the 
North-west. The fact that the representative of 
the North-western declined to leave the question 
of percentages to arbitration at the last meeting 
of the North-western Traffic Association did 
not signify that the North-western Road 
desired to engage in a fight. On the 
contrary, it preferred peace.

MET ON THEIR WAY HOME BY A 
DESPERATE WOMAN. 

SHE TAKES POISON AND ACCUSES THE GROOM 

OF BETRAYING HER—LITTLE HOPE OF 


HER RECOVERY. 

Frida Stahle, & young and good-looking 
German girl, is a patient at the Ninety-ninth- 
Street Hospital, suffering from the effects of a 
dose of oxalic acid, which she took on Monday 
night. She is heid at the hospital as a prisoner, 
and, if she recovers, which is doubtful, will be 
arraigned in court.to answer for her attempted 
suicide. She was a servant girl in the employ of 
Ferdinand Braun, a well-to-do furniture manu- 
facturer, living at No. 177 East One Hundred and 
Ninth-street. His factory is at No. 179 Hester- 
street. The girl says that she tried to take her 
life because her employer betrayed her under 
promise of marriage. Not only had he failed to 
fulfill his promise, but he had married another 
woman. 

Braun was a widower, 38 years of age. and has 
two children, a boy 13 years old anda girl of 10. 
He livesin a cozy two-story and attic brick 
dwelling, on the north side of One Hundred and 
Ninth-street, near Third-avenue. Frida, ‘who is 
19 years old, had been his housekeeper and 
servant for overa year. On Monday night he 
was married to Miss Fannie Tiefel, the niece of 
George Tiefel, who keeps a hotel at Mount Mor- 


ris-avenue and One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond-street. It is stated that Braun and Miss 
Tiefel became acquainted five years ago and 
that they had been betrothed for two years. 

The wedding took place at Tiefel’s Hotel. 
Braun had previously ordered a carriage from 

uinn’s Eureka Stables, at Fourth-avenue and 

ne Hundred and T'wenty-fifth-street, to call for 
him and his bride at 11:30 o’clock to convey them 
to his residence, which had been prepared for 
their reception. The coach arrived at the hotel 
at the hour appointed, but the bride and bride- 

oom were not ready to leave the festivities. 

raun told Patrick Callahan, the driver, to re- 
turn to the stable and wait for him, as he would 
walk from the hotel to the stable with his bride. 
Callahan did as ordered. While waiting at the 
hotel the driver noticed a tall young woman 
wearing a long water-proof, walking up and 
down in front of the hotel. She was ee 
much excited, and she gesticulated wildly. 

The newly married couple left the hotel at 
about 20 minutes past midnight and walked 
leisurely up Mount Morris-avenue and thence to 
the livery stable at Fourth-avenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street, in front of 
which the carriage was waiting for them. They 
were we gd followed by Frida, for Braun had 
just handed his bride into the coach and was 
about to follow himself when the girl mude her 
appearance. She endeavored to force her way 
into the carriage but Braun prevented her. The 
girl was beside herself with excitement. She 
screamed loudly and drew a crowd about the car- 
riage. When she found that Braun was deter- 
mined not to permit her to annoy his wife, the 
girl tooka vial containing oxalic acid in a crys- 
tallized form from beneath her cloak and, putting 
it to her lips, swallowed a large portion of its con- 
tents. 

The movements of the girl were so quick that 
Braun was unable to prevent her taking the 
poison. Patrolman Donald Dugan, of the Twelfth 
Precinct, who was on duty on Fourth-avenue, 
was attracted to the scene by the commotion. 
When he arrived the girl wasclinging in a frantic 
manner to the open door of the coach and strug- 
gling with Braun, who was endeavoring to re- 
strain her. While Braun was éxplaining to the 
officer what had occurred, the girl became faint 
from the effect of the poison. The officer took 
her to the station and ordered Braun and his wife 
to accompany him. Braun demurred at first, 
but finally consented, and he assisted in support- 
ing Frida to the station in East One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth-street. An ambulance was at 
once summoned, and the doctor relieved the girl 
of a great deal of the poison by means of a stom- 
ach-pump. Then Frida was taken to the Ninety- 
ninth-street Hospital. A letter written in Ger- 
man,in a neat feminine hand, on heavy note- 
paper, in one corner of which was the initial “F,” 
was found in her pocket. A translation of it is 


as follows: 
MARCH 17. 


DEAR, GooD F. BRAUN: I have just come home 
and do not find you anywhere, Oh, how I would like to 
have spoken to youagain. I would also like to write a 
great, but that, too, 1 cannot do. My hand trembles 
so--—— 

When you receive this letter I shall be dead. You 
know why, and what I have suffered for your sake. 
God is my witness I can do no more. 

Another favor 1 ask, dearest—that you will fulfill the 
last wish of one about to die, 

Do not let my parents know anything. Tell nobody 
that Iam dead. No one will miss me. Fulfill this 
wish of mine. Read the letter 1 have written to my 
parents and send it to them with my picture, which is 
on my table. 

Farewell, and think sometimes of your poor unbappy 
Frida, who faithfully loved you until death. 

There was no signature to this letter, but the 
handwriting was recognized as that of Frida. 
Written in German on a card in her pocket was 
the oe: “The butcher and grocer are 
paid, nor do I need anything more, not even my- 
self. You will find a receipt for $51 on my table.” 

Frida stated to the doctors in attendance at the 
hospital that she came to this country from Ger- 
many three years ago. Her parents still live in 
Germany, and she has norelatives here. She had 
been {n the employ of Braun about a year. She 
reiterated the charge that he had betrayed ber 
under promise of marriage. When she found 
out that he was about to marry Miss Tiefe) she 
became crazed by her wrongs and she determined 
to commit suicide in the seeece of her betrayer 
and his bride. She bought the poison ata drug 
store at One Hundred and Tenth-street and 
Third-avenue. 

At 6:30 o’clock yesterday morning the unfor- 
tunate girl suddenly rose from her bed and made 
a frantic effort to throw herself from the win- 
dow, but was overpowered by the nurse and put 
back. A policeman was then sent forto keep 
her under surveillance. She is consideredin a 
vey precarious condition, and Dr. Ten Eyck 
said last night that the chances were entirely 
against her recovery. “It would be a most re- 
markable case,” he added, “if she did survive.” 

After the girl had been taken to the hospital 
Braun and his bride were allowed to depart, and 
they were driven directly to his residence in 
One Hundred and Ninth-street. It was said at 
the house yesterday that neither Braun nor his 
wife was there. When at the station Braun de- 
nied in the most positive terms that he had be- 
trayed the girl or that there had been any promise 
ot marriage on his part. He said that the girl 
was crazy to makesuch assertions. She had been 
simply his servant and nothing more.

THE CATTLE DISEASE IN KANSAS. 

ToreKA, Kan., March 18.—The Legisla- 
ture was convened in special session this after- 
noon. A message from the Governor was read. 
The Governor recited the course he had pursued 
after the cattle disease was reported to him and 
referred to the proclamation calling the Legisla- 
ture.

The boy writhed in 
great agony, became unmanageable, and all the 
symptoms pointed to hydrophobia. Drs. Dulles 
and Chase, the attending physicians, however, 
state that the boy’s death was caused by convul- 
sions due to chronic meningitis. Dr. Dulles said 
the case was useful in illustrating that one 
instances of hydrophobia were usually nothing 
of the kind, but sume other affection mistaken 
for it. Imagination, he believed, goes a great 
way in producing it. As a matter of fact, he 
said, there had not been a case of hydrophobia in 
Philadelphia for years.

‘OUR RELATIONS WITH GERMANY.

INFLUENCE OF THE REPORT OF DR. MAX 
SERING-OUR PORK A PRETEXT. 
From the San Francisco Argonaut, March 8. 


In the year 1881 there arrived in America’ 


from Germany Dr. Max Sering, Professor of 
Political Economy in the University of Bonn. 
This learned economist presented to the State 
Department at Washington, through the resident 
German Minister, credentials from the empire 
of Germany, signed by Bismarck himself, show- 
ing that he was commissioned by the Empire 
“to inquire into the condition of agrictilture in 
America; the present and probable future pro- 
duction of meats and breadstuffs, with reference 
to the influence of American production upon 
the agricultural products of Germany.”

Agriculture at Washington Br, Sering was fur- 
nished with letters of introduction to the roper 
State officers of the various States of the Union, 
and, having completed his examination of the 
Atlantie States, in March, 1883, visited the Pacific 
coast slope. He held letters of introduction from 
Mr. Loring to prominent citizens in California; 
and, through the latter, obtained further letters 
to such well-known agriculturists as the Hon. 
John Bidwell, of Chico; the Hon. John Boggs, of 
Colusa; the Hon. Bus M. LaRue, of Sacramento, 
and many others. His investigation of the con- 
dition of agriculture on the Pacific coast having 
been completed, he returned to Germany in the 
Summer of 1883. Before leaving this State he ex- 
pressed, somewhat cautiously, the opinion that 
the production of meats and breadstuffs in 
America, coupled with the low rate of trans- 
portation between American Atlantic sea-ports 
and the sea-ports of Europe, would make the 
production of these articles unprofitable in ail 
the countries of Europe. 

He reminded his interviewer that his report 
was first due to his Government, but cited an in- 
stance wherein a contract had been made for the 
transportation of 400,000 tons of grain from St. 
Paul, in Minnesota, to Liverpool, for $8 80 per 
ton. He said that the wheat, meat, and bread- 
stuff consumed by each adult or soldier was 
about three pounds per day; or about 1,000 
pounds, or one-half ton, pér anntim; and 
that therefore a full year’s supply of meat and 
breadstuffs for each adult could be had from 
America at a freight charge of little less than $2 

erannum. Of California he said: ** Wheat may 

> grown more profitably in this State than in 
any other part of the wheat-growing zone of the 
world. Your advantages lieintwo directions— 
first, the great facilities for the use of machiner 
in plowing, sowing, and harvesting; and secon ; 
the absence of storms during the harvest period.’ 
This latter element he estimates as an advantage 
equal to 20 per cent. of net gain as against other 
»ortions of the Lager ee oy J belt. As to the 
uture productions of cereals in this State, he re- 
marked: “ You now export one-sixth of the 
wheat product of your country. It is possible 
for Fee to raise the proportion to one-third with- 
in_10 years.” 

If the report made by this distinguished econo- 
mist to the Government, which through him in- 
stituted the inquiry, was ever made public in 
Germany, it was not reproduced in America; 
but it was about the time of his return that the 
German Government discovered that American 
pork—which is consumed in America by 52,000,- 
000 people without injurjous result—was pecu- 
liarly fatal to the German constitution, and its 
introduction into that country a violation of 
sanitary laws. Here,then, we have a series of 
American influences directly antagonistic to 
German interests—at least those interests of Ger- 
— of which Bismarck and his Government 
are the exponents. With nations as with men, 
antagonisms are causes of quarrel. Rochefou- 
cauld said, ‘*Human action runs parallel with 
human interest.” and the saying would be equally 
true if applied to human friendship, either on 
the individual or national plan. The conflict of 
interest between America and Germany has its 
origin in inherent conditions—which neither 
country could eliminate and which neither is in 
the slightest degree disposed to change. It is the 
very bathos of absurdity to suppose that with 
this conflict Minister Sargént has anything 
whatever tu do; and it is equally absurd to 
suppose that the Lasker resolutions are either 
immediately or remotely the cause of the 
a antagonism. Minister Sargent re- 
ported to his Government what the Government 
already knew—to wit, that the interdiction 
ageinst American pork was not based upon the 
unhealthfulness ot that article. He had a right 
to do this, because he is the American Minister 
at Berlin, and because his statement is exactly 
true. American pork is admitted into every 
other ore pesos country in the world. It is 

ust as healthful in Germany as in England, Hol- 
and, or Spain. It is in constant use in every 
American family, without deleterious results. 
In short, to have interdicted American pork 
simply upon the ground of protecting German 
production would have justified and called forth 
retaliatory prohibitions. Bismarck plainly de- 
sired to retain the American trade for Germany, 
and at the same time prohibit the importation 
of American pork, thus protecting the home 
protest Whoever: holds a contrary theory to 

his must admit that pork unfit to be eaten in 
Germany is unfit to be eaten in America, and 
thereby justify every Board of Health in every 
city on this continent in prohibiting the sale and 
use of the article. Forthe report above alluded 
to, Minister Sargent fell heir to the ill-will of the 
Government organs. He has been the object of 
much unreasonable and malignant abuse at the 
hands of the papers which the German autocrat

_A DISCUSSION IN WHICH AN ILLINOIS DEMO- 
CRAT MAKES AN UNWARRANTABLE AT- 


TACK ON MR. REED, OF MAINE, 

WasnHineton, March 18.=During the dis- 
cussion of the Post Office Appropriation bill in 
the House of Representatives to-day Mr. Bisbee 
expressed his objection to the bill, which he 
characterized as a cheap bill, framed by a cheap 
party, through its cheap committee, upon a 
cheap estimate of the people of the country. 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, also attacked the 
bill and the party which presented it to 
the country. Gentlemen on the other side 
had deliberately refused appropriations when 
they knew that they Were not providing for the 
wants of the service, in order to go before the 
country on a pretense of economy. Mr. Town- 
shend then took the floor to close the debate in 
defense of the bill. Hesaid he had had the op- 
portunity yesterday of conversing with a lead- 
ing member of the Senate, who said that he had 
read the bill and thatit was a fair and liberal 
one. Hesaid further that he was glad to know 
that he (Mr. Townshend) had exposed the hypoc- 
risy that was practiced by the Republican Party in 
the House in the last Congress in cutting down 


the appropriations. The Senator was himself a 
Republican. There were several shouts of 
**Name him!” from the Republican side, but 
Mr. Townshend declined to do so. Mr. 
Townshend went on to say that since the bill had 
come into the House every clown on the other 
side had been brought to the front to ridicule it; 
every advocate of extravagance,every defender of 
jobs and railroad corporations had been brought 
forward, taxing their ingenuity to the utmost 
in order to raise a false clamor against the bill. 
Mr. Townshend said he was not surprised at the 
action of the other side in endeavoring to throw 
odium onthe bill. He was not surprised at the 
action of the gentleman from Michigan, (Mr. 
Horr,) who was seeking to make political capital 
for his ae F Nor was he surprised at the ac- 
tion of the gentleman from Maine, (Mr. 
Reed.) He had been a member of the 
House with that gentleman for four years, and 
he ventured the assertion, here and now, that if 
that gentleman’s course and conduct in regard 
to the pending bill were compared with his whole 
course in the past they would be found to be 
erfectly counsistent. If a peculator had ever 
n charged on this floor with maladministra- 
tion, if ever an extravagant appropriation were 
suggested, that gentleman was found to be its 
defender, and if ever the interest of a railroad 
company was at stake the gentleman was its 
defender.

“Oh, no,”’ said Mr. Reed, **I don’t want to give 
them any such significance. Rut when he talks 
about extravagant appropriations and _ pec- 
ulators, if he looks at the record he will find that 
in the star route case I voted with the Committee 
on Ls ageing | and that he was not here.”

“T have never,” continued Mr. Townshend, 
“heard a peculator assailed on this floor, but the 
gentleman from Maine has sprung to his feet and 
defended him.”

“T have not the time here,” said Mr. Town- 
shend. 

‘*T want the gentleman to name one,” reiter- 
ated Mr. Reed. 

“When the gentleman.” continued Mr. Town- 
shend, “takes his seat and behaves himself I will 
proceed with my remarks. The gentleman has 
taken occasion to assail almost every member in 
the House, and I now propose to answer him and 
let him understand that he is well known here, 
and that I have less regard for his estimate of 
myself than I have for the opinion of any other 
member. On last Saturday he took the floor 
and imputed to me — er motives in my 
defense of the bill. id not have an 
opportunity to reply then; but I want to say 
here and now, that he is playing a rédle which he 
has played ever since I knew him, as a defender 
of every railroad scheme that is brought in here. 
and as the obstructor of every character of 
legislation intended to put a restraint on rail- 
road corporations and compel them to meet their 
just dues to the Government. 

Mr. Reed—Fortunately the observations which 
the gentleman from Illinois has had the kindness 
to make were made in the presence of the House, 
that knows both of us. ow, I say to this House 
that my record is open to the world on any and 
all topics; and there are only two set of people 
for whtse opinion I care a good deal. The one is 
my constituents, who know me, and the other is 
this House, which knows him. [Laughter on 
the Republican side.] It is hardly neces- 
sary to say that I shall stand vindicated 
before them both. I have never been found 
vindicating any improper motive; and I have 
referred him to one conspicuous public occasion, 
when a bad man was being hunted tothe ground, 
where I was found on the right side and he was 
found nobody knows where. If I have been 
found at any time on the side of railroad corpor- 
ations (which is a term of repeoe on his 
part) it is because I was defending the 
cause of justice. There is no man so poor 
and no corporation so rich that I will 
prostitute myself to injustice for the sake of the 
temporary advantage which comes of maintaining 
a false position because some dishonest men are 
clamoring against them. Ido not undertake to 
boast here, but I have no occasion to lower my 
head in the presence of any man in this House, 
no matter to what party he belongs, and though 
Ihave had occasion to say severe things about 
gentlemen on the other side, I venture to say 
that he is the only man on that side capable of 
making the remarks which he has made. [Ap- 
plause on the Republican side.] 

The amendments agreed to in Committee of 
the Whole were then adopted, with the excep- 
tion of that increasing by $100,000 the approprla- 
tion for letter-carrier service, which was reject- 
ed—yeas 123, nays 137. The bill was then passed— 
yeas 160, nays 7i—and the House adjourned.

A BILL TO IMPROVE THE ARMY. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Senator Logan re- 
ported favorably to-day, with a number of amend- 
ments, from the Committee on Military Affairs, the 
bill introduced by him, entitled “A bill to increase the 
efficiency of the army ofthe United States.” As intro- 
duced by Mr. Logan, the bill contained a provision 
limiting the number of enlisted men of the army to 
80,000. This provision was stricken out in committee. As 
otherwise amended, the bill provides for an increase of 
the monthly pay of non-commissioned officers and 
men, the average increase being about $2 per month in 
each case. It provides that hereafter, in time of peace, 
all offenders in the army, charged with offenses now 


punishable by a regimental or garrison court-martial, 
shall be arraigned before a summary court to 
consist of the commissioned officer second in rank 
at the post or station of the offender, who shall hear 
and determine the offense and adjudge the punishment 
to be inflicted, and shall also make a record of his pro- 
ceedings and submit the same tothe post commander, 
and tbat the latter, upon his approval of the proceed- 
ings in the case, shall order the execution of the sen- 
tence, and shall forward tbe record to department 
head-quarters for examination and file in the office of 
the Judge-Advocate of the department, the punisb- 
mentin such cases to be limited to that authorized to 
be inflicted by a regimental or garrison court-martial. 
It also provides that officers of the army stationed 
ut military posts apart from settlements may, with 
the approval of their department commander, 
each employ one private soldier as a servant, 
the written consent of such soldier, however, 
to be first procured, and his pay proper during the 
period of such employment to be charged against the 
ofticer employing him. Also that the Secretary of War 
may authorize the employment at the head-quarters of 
military divisions, departments, and districts, of civil- 
inn clerksin place of the general service clerks now 
authorized for such employment, at rates of compensa- 
tion not to exceed those paid to other civilian clerks 
employed at such head-guarters by officers of the 
Quartermaster’s and subsistence departments. It pro- 
vides further that the officer detailed to duty as the 
commandant of the military prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, shall bave the local rank of Colone! in 
the government thereof, with the pay and allowances 
of such grade while on said duty; that officers of the 
line detailed for duty as Acting Assistant Quar- 
termasters shall be allowed the same additional 
compensation ($10 per month) as is now allowed by law 
to Acting Commissaries of Subsistence, and that fuel in 
kind shall be issued to the officers of the army without 
cost, by the Quartermaster’s Department, only in quan- 
tities as prescribed by the army regulations and general 
orders. Also, that any person who has been ruptured 
while in the line of duty in the army or navy shall be 
provided with a truss of approved pattern, under such 
regulations as may be prescribed by the Seretaries of 
War and the Navy, respectively; that so much of the 
act making appropriations for the army, approved July 
24, 1876, as forbids payment of mileage over land-grant 
railroads shall berepealed,and that the Seretary of 
War be and hereby is authorized to cause the enlist- 
ment of competent instructors for post schools as they 
may be needed, not to exceed 150, who shall have the 
rank and pay of Commissary Sergeants.

André declared that the letters put him in a

THE SHOOTING OF MISS RENNEY. 

Coroner Menninger held an inquest yes- 
terday at No. 454 Prospect-avenue, Brooklyn, in 
the case of Celia J. Renney, who was shot on 
Sunday in the house of John Cassidy, No. 476 
Sixth-avenue, Brooklyn. Mary Cassidy testified 
that Daniel Reilly, who was known as Dennis 
Reilly, came to her father’s house and exhibited 
a pistol. {Her father told Reilly that it was a dan- 
gerous thing to have such a weapon. Reilly then 


left the house and, returning in 15 minutes, said 
he had fired off all the shots in the pistol. He 
went away again and returned once 
more about 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Reilly pointed the pistol at the witness. She 
psk him to stop, saying it — go off. He 
rephed that it could not. Then he pointed the 
pistol at Miss Renney, and she laughingly said, 
**Oh, I’m not afraid.”” The next instant the pis- 
tol was discharged and Miss Renney fell on the 
floor. Other witnesses testified that Reilly was not 
frunk at the time of the accident and that he 
was only slightly acquainted with Miss Renney. 

Tho jury brought in a verdict-to the effect that 
“ Celia J. Renney came to her death{by a pistol- 
shot recklessly fired, without cause or provoca- 
tion, by one Daniel Reilly, but without design to 
kill any one, and that, in the opinion of the jury, 
the killing was one of culpable negligence on the 

art of the said Reilly.” Under this verdict, if it 
s upheld in the courts, Reiily can be convicted of 
manslaughter in the second degree. Reilly is still 
in custody. :

THE BANS FOR HER MARRIAGE WITH 
GRADY TWICE PUBLISHED. 

Maggie Flood, the young girl who shot 
Thomas Grady, a painter, at his home at No. 234 
East Eighty-seventh-street, on Monday night, 
was committed yesterday by Justice Welde until 


the injured man is able to appear. Her uncle 
and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Cahill, of Port Chester 
called at the Harlem court in the afternoon and 
had an interview with her in the Justice's pri- 
vate room. 

The prisoner is a plump young Irish girl, 23 
years of age, with a round, full face,‘pretty teeth, 
and brown hair. She is quite attractive in ap- 

rance, although not handsome. She said, in 
liing her story toa Times reporter, that over 
four years ago Grady came to d with her 
aunt, Mrs. Geoghegan, with whom she resided 
in Port Chester, and, ne himself as a 
single man, began court nf her, and eventually 
engaged himself to her. They were to be mar- 
ried in April last,and the bans were published 
two successive Sundays, and all preparations 
made forthe marriage. She had in the mean- 
time, Mrs. Soreeene having died, taken ch 
of the house, at Grady’s solicitation. On the 
Saturday preceding the week in which they were 
to be married Grady did not come home as 
usual, and on making inquiries she learned that 
he had already a wife and children. 

The following Saturday Grady returned to 
Port Chester and talked the matter over with 
Maggie.

It is necessary that something should be 
done, and it ought to be well done. 


Surrogate ROLLINS has taken prompt 
and effective measures to put a stop to the 
illegal practices’ prevailing among the 
clerks in his office. Probate Clerk Trim- 
BLE and his assistant, ROBERT E. CLEARY, 
were dismissed some days ago. The Sur- 
rogate yesterday appointed Mr. CHARLES 
H. BECKETT to be probate clerk, and filled 
the vacant assistant clerkship by promot- 
ing Mr. HENRY HARLAND, one of the re- 
cording clerks, Mr. BECKETT is a young 
lawyer of excellent standing whose 
selection for this place is one to be 
heartily commended. The administration 
clerk and guardianship clerk have re- 
signed and their positions have been filled 
by promoting other clerks in the office. 
By correcting with such promptness the 
abuses revealed by the report of the Roose- 
velt committee Surrogate RoLLINs has 
made a tolerably complete answer to the 
unworthy and seemingly malicious in- 
sinuation of connivance in these abuses 
and extortions which some member of the 
committee was-allowed to insert in the 
report, 


What has become of the bill introduced 
by Senator DALY on the first day of the 
session of the Legislature calling upon 
the telegraph companies to bury their 
wires? That eminent electrician, - Sen- 
ator T™ CAMPBELL, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee to which the bill 
was referred, is understood to have 
paid much attention to the phenomena 
of retardation and induction in order to 
convince himself in regard to the merits 
of the bill, but it seems time that he and 
his associates should have arrived at a 
conclusion, 


The Tammany Aldermen have been 
breathing out the threatenings and slaugh- 
ter which we should have expected of 
them upon the enactment of the bill tak- 
ing away their power of black-mailing the 
Mayor. They seem to be in favor of the 
proposition that the Boss shall nominate 
himself for Mayor, and they rely for 
his election upon his skill and experience 
in ‘‘ selling out the general ticket.” Al- 
derman Dvrry, being interviewed by 
the Evening Post, observed that ‘‘ the 
Republican machine could name THEO- 
DORE ROOSEVELT” against the Boss, “‘ but 
how many votes,” the Alderman went on 
to inquire, ‘‘do you suppose he would get 
below Fourteenth-street, especially if the 
head of the Democratic national ticket 
should chance to be a man who would not 
command the full sympathy of Tammany 
Hall?” It is unnecessary to add that no 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency 
could command the full‘ sympathy of 
Tammany Hall who can be successfully 
traded off for votes to elect the Boss 
Mayor. Not otherwise Alderman O’NEIL 
observed, ‘‘I fear that in the struggle over 
the municipal offices party lines will be so 
loosely drawn thai the Democratic na- 
tional ticket will suffer.” The best way to 
defeat this amiable scheme is by the pas-. 
sage of the bill now pending in the Legis- 
lature for a Spring charter election. 


THE ~ PENNSYLVANIA BANKING 
PLAN. 


The fuller statement of the plan of the 
Associated Banks of Eastern Pennsylva- 
nia has been sent us by the committee. It 
presents their proposition in a manner 
more favorable than the abstract sent by 
the Associated Press from Washington, 
and unquestionably » suggests the basis 
for . legislation which will be impera- 
tively required , within a limited period, 
and - it : should ¢ receive © the ~ careful 
attention of Congress. Its value, as com- 
ing from practical bankers, who appear 
before Congress not for the purpose of 
asking any special favors, or even the re- 
dress of any alleged grievances, but to 
propose a method of perpetuating a truly 
national system, with all the incalculable 
benefits which have been shown to be at- 
tainable under such a system, ' is: very 
great. 

It is obvious that the chief merit of the 
national system as heretofore existing has 
been the currency which it has furnished 
—a currency of equal value in every part 
of the country, perfectly available for all 
internal exchanges, of undoubted security, 
and, since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, always exchangeable at will with 
exportable coin.“ The younger portion of 
the present generation of business men, 
who have had no experience with the old 
State banks, cannot realize the enormous 
gain to the‘country from such a cur- 
rency.” It is * hardly ; extravagant to 
say that ‘the annual saving to the 
country in: the inter-State - exchange 
which was formerly required, and in the 
impulse given to commerce and the prog- 
ress in the development of the country’s 
resources thus made possible, would not 
have been dearly purchased by the entire 
interest charge on the national debt. That 
it has been obtained without any cost to 
the country and by methods which were 
of great advantage to it during the war 
for the Union, is still more remarkable. 
If, now, this system, with its essential feat- 
ure of a national currency, can be perpet- 
uated, in spite of the disappearance of the 
bonded debt, the American people will 
have achieved avery high and advanta- 
geous position in the financial world. 

The provision of the plan of the Penn- 
sylvania banks which has not heretofore 
been reported in the dispatches from 
Washington is a proposition to tempo- 
rarily continue the present system by 
‘means of.a 2 1-2 per cent. bond, running 
“for a definite time, with remission of taxa- 
tion, except to an amount necessary to 
‘pay the expense of administration, on 
*which bond circulation should be allowed 
up to the par value of the bond, with- 
in. the limit-of the paid-in cap- 


ment, the Pennsylvania think, 
would be generally accepted, and it 
might be a feasible means of effecting the 
transition from the present system to the 
one they propose. As to the immediate 
convertibility of the notes, the plan con- 
templates, in addition to the present re- 
quirement that notes must be redeemed on 
presentation at the agencies in the redemp- 
tion cities, redemption by the Government 
also, and the means suggested, if properly 
developed and organized, may be made 
sufficient. 

It must not be forgotten that the uni- 
form national currency is by no means 
the only valuable feature of the nation- 
al bank system. It is doubtless the 
most valuable, and it is the key to 
all others, since the system can only 
be retained with thisin full force; but 
there are, besides, the features which, 
without interfering with freedom of bank- 
ing, give the greatest security to the de- 
positors in national banks. These con- 
sist, as tersely stated by the Penn- 
sylvania bankers, in the “great safe- 
guards”: ‘‘a central control, exami- 
nations at unexpected intervals; 
sworn statements of actual condi- 
tion at dates demanded, to be published 
where the bank is located five times each 
year; prohibiting unearned dividends, 
over-drafts and over-certification; liabil- 
ity of stockholders; restriction as to char- 
acter and amount of loans; penalties for 
malfeasance in office by bank officials, 
with knowledge that the whole power of 
the Government is at command to en- 
force them.” These safeguards have 
been so strong and constant in their 
operation that during a _ score of 
years since the banks were organized only 
89 out of 8,070 have been insolvent, or 
one in 34, and these have paid their notes 
in full and 70 per cent. of their general 
liabilities. Since it is by their circulation 
alone that the banks are kept within the 
national system and under the operation 
of these powerful safeguards, the necessity 
of adopting some plan for continuing the 
circulation is clear. 


THE CITY REFORM BILLS. 

The Legislature is showing a disposition 

to act with promptness and vigor on the 
bills for effecting reform in the municipal 
administration. The Senate has already 
passed the measures introduced by Mr. 
GrsBs, making the Controller and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen elective 
by the people of the whole city. In 
the case of the former. there was no 
dissenting vote on the final pas- 
sage, and in the case of the lat- 
ter only one. The election of Con- 
troller is the least desirable of the pro- 
posed changes, and the only argument of 
weight in its, favor is that his appoint- 
ment , gives. the Mayor too . much 
power in constituting the Board of 
Estimate’ and Apportionment. There is 
some ¢ danger « that ‘ political’ bargain- 
ing will have.too much ‘scope when 
two prominent officers like the Mayor and 
Controller are to be chosen at the same 
election, as would be the case once in six 
years. The election on a ‘general ticket of 
the President of the Board of Aldermen, 
who is also a member of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment, is unquestion- 
ably an improvement. 
* The bill providing that the terms of the 
officers hereafter to be appointed by the 
present Mayor shall expire on the Ist of 
February ‘next ,was ordered to a third 
reading in the Senate. Mr. DALY some- 
what unaccountably opposed the measure 
on the ground that it was the worst kind 
of special legislation and apparently dic- 
tated by spite against Mayor Epson. This 
is rather a low view to take of the mat- 
ter. It. seems rather to. be dic- 
tated .by ‘a desire to give the new 
Mayor, who is to be chosen with a 
view to concentrated responsibility, an op- 
portunity to select the Commissioner of 
Public Works and Corporation Counsel 
whose terms of office are practically to 
begin . with his own. In adopting a 
system of reform it would be carrying 
consideration for the present Mayor too 
far to permit the Board of Aldermen 
to dictate the choice of officers for whose 
action his successor is to be held re- 
sponsible. We. should much prefer to 
see provision made for the exercise 
of _the power of removal by the 
new Mayor as unlimited as his power of 
appointment is to be. In any case, that 
power should be freed from the trammels 
which the courts rather than the existing 
law have put upon it, for they practically 
make it useless. A statement of reasons 
ought to be a sufficient condition for the 
exercise of the power, and then if the 
Mayor can find no good reason for remov- 
ing any one whom he finds in office under 
him it may be assumed that such person 
ought to be allowed to remain for the 
term for ' which. he‘ was; originally ap- 
pointed. 

Mr. ROOSEVELT, in the Assembly, suc- 
ceeded in having one of the standing rules 
suspended and the bills reported by his 
special committee made the special order 
for Wednesday next, when they are to be 
considered until disposed of. The resolu- 
tion for this purpose was adopted by 
a vote of 69 to 24, and prompt action 
upon these measures seems to be as- 
sured. These bills are nine in number, 
and, in view of the haste with which they 
are likely to be acted upon, it is fort- 
unate that there is no question as to the 
expediency of their passage. There are 
two relating to the office of County 
Clerk. One of these provides that on the 
expiration of the term of the present Clerk 
the incumbent of that office shall receive 
a salary of $15,000 per year, and shall 
turn all fees into the public Treasury. The 
other gives him the power, subject to the 
action of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, to regulate the number and 
salaries of his subordinates. The bill re- 
lating tothe Register’s office provides for 
a salary of $12,000 for the Register, the 
payment of fees into the Treasury and the 
regulation of the appointment and pay of 
clerks in the same manner as in the 
County Clerk’s office. 

There is one bill relating to the Surro- 
gate’s office which is intended to cut off 
the collection pf all unauthorized fees, re- 


hangers-on, and to deprive the Aldermen 
of power over the compensation of 


clerks, The bill relating to the Sheriff's 
office makes no change in the fees now 
prescribed by law, but takes from 
the Board of Aldermen the power 
to determine the ‘reasonable com- 
pensation” which is provided for in 
certain cases and gives it to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. There is 
also a bill abolishing imprisonment for 
debt, except in certain specified cases, and 
another repealing the act which allows a 
transfer of prisoners from the Tombs to 
Ludlow-Street Jail, to the profit of the 
Sheriff. The ninth bill‘ provides for an 
official searcher for liens arising from the 
non-payment of taxes, water rates, &c., 
searches for which have to be made in the 
offices of the Controller and Commissioner 
of Public Works. All these bills are mani- 
festly in their main purpose directed to the 
reform of abuses and the improvement of 
important branches of public administra- 
tion. 


PRIVATE SEARCHES FOR GREELY. 


The Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy have united in writing a let- 
ter, which has been transmitted to the 
House of Representatives, in which the 
proposition to offer a reward for. private 
vessels that may discover and rescue the 
Greely Arctic exploring party is discussed 
and disapproved. The two Secretaries 
say that the action of Congress in author- 
izing the search expedition now being 
fitted out never contemplated the invita- 
tion of private co-operation such as 
has been suggested by Capt. NARES 
and Capt. MarkHaM, of the British 
Navy. To stimulate the _ enterprise 
and cupidity of the whalers, ac- 
cording to the Secretaries, would be to 
incur the possibility that these seamen 
would crowd into arctic ice with the 
United States expedition, possibly before 
it, and thus be liable to impede the way 
of the only authorized official search. 
Masters of whaling vessels, urged onward 
by a hope of reward, would force their 
way into the Arctic prematurely, would 
themselves need succor, and, in this way, 
would hinder the Government expedition, 
and increase the amount of suffering and 
hardship already sufficiently distressing. 

If the responsibility for the faiiure of 

the Greely relief expedition which late- 
ly returned empty-handed were not di- 
vided between the War Department and 
the Navy Department, the magisterial 
opinions expressed in the joint letter above 
referred to would probably be. received 
with more respect. But the bureaucratic 
reverence for red tape and official routine 
so perceptible in the protest of the two 
Secretaries should not be permitted to 
weigh for one moment against the ob- 
vious ‘ considerations of humanity and 
common sense. It. is argued that 
unless the Greely party can _ be 
saved by Government vessels, and in 
due form, it were better that the 
party should perish in the snow and ice to 
which an ignoble and disgraceful official 
failure has left it. The Government. has 
sent out one expedition, which has failed 
miserably, and it will have no private 
competition with the second expedition, 
which may or may _ not share the fate 
and the reputation of the first. ~ But 
it is hardly fair to impute to American 
whalers the lack of skill which is hinted 
at when the Secretaries express their ap- 
prehension that, stimulated by hope of re- 
ward, these will penetrate the frozen seas, 
and, being overtaken by disaster, will call 
on the Government expedition to pause in 
their search to succor them. . This is not 
what experience teaches us to expect ' of 
American seamen. 
- As has been often said, what is demand- 
ed for the Greely party, since the Govern- 
ment has failed to relieve it, is the utiliza- 
tion of any means by which that party 
can be found andrescued. If the Govern- 
ment should offer a reward to private en- 
terprise the mere offering would cost noth- 
ing. The Government would not expend 
a penny unless private adventure should 
forestall the lumbering and clumsy ma- 
chinery of the Government. . Private vent- 
ures, if any there should be, may be 
trusted to take care of themselves and 
penetrate the frozen ~ north in? the 
prosecution of legitimate business “with- 
out the assistance or: convoy of any 
Government expedition. Only on rare oc- 
casions has it been found necessary for 
the Government to send aid to whalers, 
and this assistance has been undertaken 
by the revenue marine, never by naval 
craft. * The War Department and the 
Navy Department have nothing whatever 
to do with the offering of rewards for pri- 
vate vessels that may discover and rescue 
GREELY. These two departments must 
address themselves to an attempt to re- 
trieve past blunders. _ Congress,‘ which 
authorized the second relief expedition, 
has the sole power to stimulate private 
enterprise by the proffer of suitable re- 
wards. 


VOLUNTEER OFFICERS’ PENSIONS. 


There are now in Congress two bills that 
aim to increase the total disability pensions 
of volunteer officers to one-half of the pay 
of the ‘rank held by such officers at the 
time of the disability for which they are 
pensioned. 

Hitherto there has never been supposed 
to exist any great hardship in the fate Df 
these officers, at least as compared with 
the enlisted men of their commands. In- 
deed, the former in many instances went 
into the Union Army from the same con- 
ditions and careers as the latter; yet now, 
when both have returned to civil life, they 
get twice or thrice as much support from 
the Government. 

It appears, however, from some peti- 
tions supporting these bills, that the com- 
missioned officers complain of their treat- 
ment, not as compared with that of the 
enlisted volunteers, but with that of the 
retired officers é6f the regular army. They 
point out what they call “the great and 
unfair difference now existing between the 
pay of officers of the army on the retired 
list and the pensions granted to commis- 
sioned officers of volunteers;” and they 
would be willing henceforth to take one- 
half of the active pay of their former grades, 


fourths, with other advantages. 
Now, the rate of a total disability pension 


for an enlisted man is $8 per month, while 
for a volunteer Second Lieutenant it is 
$15; for a First Lieutenant, $17; for a 
Captain, $20; for a Major, $25; for a Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel and all of higher rank, $30. 
Certainly, in proportion to the private sol- 
diers, who are as much disabled for the 
rest of life as they, these officers are doing 
reasonably well. But what the proposed 
change is will be indicated if we turn back 
to the army pay tables of officers during 
the war. The rates varied a little, cav- 
alry, for example, getting a little more 
than infantry; but, fixing upon an aver- 
age date, we find that one-half of the total 
monthly pay for a Major-General may be 
put at $2,670 a year; for a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, $1,797; fora Colonel of artillery or 
infantry, $1,164; for a Lieutenant-Colonel, 
$1,020; for a Major, $906; for a Captain, 
$711; for a First Lieutenant, $651; for a 
Second Lieutenant, $621. These figures 
will give a general idea of the changes now 
proposed, subject to the slight variations, 
which would mostly be increases, already 
indicated. 

Surely a very good reason ought to be 
assigned for raising some of the maximum 
officers’ pensions for total disability now 
granted from $360 a year to $2,670, and all 
the minimum ordinary pensigns for the 
same cause from $180a year to at least 
$621 throughout the vast volunteer pen- 
sion list. The fact that regular officers, on 
being retired for disability, get three- 
fourths’ pay does not seem to us such a 
reason. There might be an inference from 
their reasoning in favor of grading disa- 
bilities on the retired list; but we presume 
that the petitioning volunteer officers want 
simply to better themselves, not to injure 
others. The regular officer makes the 
army his life-long profession, and in that 
fundamental difference lies the ground for 
a retired list in his case. The petitioners 
refer to the fact that some of their com- 
rades as volunteer officers afterward se- 
cured positions in’ the regular army, and 
have since been retired for disability. 
There are at the utmost perhaps about a 
couple of hundred of these now on the re- 
tired list, and their good fortune, if such 
it may be considered, does not seem to us 
adequate ground for the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

On the whole, we see no urgency for 
this pension project, even with the exist- 
ence of the tempting ‘‘ surplus.” 


IN THE INTERESTS OF TRUTH. 


An earnest friend of morality has 
just invented a self-registering fish-hook, 
which he is now endeavoring to bring to 
the attention of the clergy. The end of 
the fish-hook to which the line is usually 
attached slides overa long and flexible 
metallic shank provided with an ingenious 
index, or, rather, aseries of indices. When 
a fish is caught and lifted from the water 
by means of the hook and line alone, the 
weight of the fish causes the hook to slide 
a certain distance upon the flexible shank, 
which distance is automatically marked by 
an index. Thus the weight of every fish 
is accurately measured, and as the indices 
cannot be tampered with unless the hook 
is removed, and as the hook cannot be re- 
placed unless all the indices are first 
moved back to the places occupied by 
them before any fish was caught, it is 
practically impossible for the fisherman to 
register more fish than he actually catches. 

An invention which compels fishermen 
to tell the truth as to the number and 
weight of fish caught by them would be 
of inestimable value to the morals of a 
community. There is no doubt that the 
inventor of the self-registering fish-hook 
has no object in view except that of check- 
ing the flood of: piscatorial falsehood 
which spreads over our land every Sum- 
mer, and the suggestion that he isa de- 
signing politician who hopes to injure 
President ARTHUR’S boom by lessening the 
weight and number of the fish caught by 
the President on his Spring fishing tour is 
unworthy of credit. Whether the clergy 
will aid in this effort to promote piscato- 
rial truth remains to be seen, and it is 
very certain that the sporting Methodist 
ministers who never go fishing without 
catching at least one ten-pound trout will 
denounce the invention as being wholly 
without Scriptural warrant. 

While the self-registering fish-hook will 
undoubtedly accomplish much good, it can- 
not be denied that it is not all that could 
be desired. The fisherman, it is true, can-’ 
not lie about the weight of the fish brought 
home by him without detection, but what 
certainty can be felt that the fish have 
been caught by the fisherman himself? 
The owner of a self-registering fish-hook 
can buy forty pounds of trout from a 
small boy; he can attach them one 
by one to the hook,* and on, his 
return can exhibit the © fish and -his 
self-registering hook and calmly claim 
that he caught the trout ,‘‘ up back of 
Squire Hickox’s woods.” » Or a fisher- 
man, having fairly caught forty pounds 
of cat-fish, may throw them away and 
substitute for them forty pounds of trout 
bought at the market. Wicked men can 
thus beat the self-registering fish-hook as 
thoroughly as wicked car conductors beat 
the bell-punch, and the only real service 
which it can render to morality will be to 
render it impossible for the fisherman to 
claim credit for the ‘‘fifteen-pound trout 
which he hooked, but which got away 
from him.” 

The truth is that fishing and morality 
can be reconciled only by the sternest 
laws. All fishermen should be compelled 
to have their fish weighed by a public 
officer, and any fisherman claiming to 
have caught a fish as to the weight of 
which he cannot show a certificate signed 
by the public weigher should be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished 
therefor. In this way it will be possible 
to keep fishermen within the limits of 
truth, but no self-registering fish-hook or 
other ingenious device can be expected to 
change the hearts of habitual and hard- 
ened fishermen. 


There is sound sense and discretion in 
the letter addressed by Secretary CHAND- 
LER to Representative S. S. Cox, Chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee, re- 
garding the proposed reopening of the 


Jeannette inquiry. Some of the family of 
one of the unfortunate men lost in the 
Jeannette expedition believe that their 
relative was not well treated by Com- 
mander Dr Lone and his brother-officers 
on the ship, and that his memory has not 
been vindicated by the naval court of in- 
quiry, whose findings have been concluded 
and published. There is no imputation on 
the courage or the honor of the gentle- 
man whose friends desire a reopening of 
the inquiry. He was a civilian, without 
official or scientific training, and it is pos- 
sible that his intercourse with the naval 
officers of the expedition, who were strict 
disciplinarians, was not always smooth. 
But this was a trifling matter; it could 
have exerted no pernicious effect on the 
conduct of the expedition; and an attempt 
to reopen the graves of the gallant men, 
whose poor remains were just now in- 
terred with genuine sorrow and respect, 
would be not only needless but sacrilegious. 
It was upon motion of Mr. WasuHsurn, of 
Minnesota, that the resolution of inquiry 
was adopted. It may be hoped that the 
Naval Committee will inform the House 
that the proposed investigation is inexpe- 
dient. 





The reward offered for OsmMAN Drena’s 
head, though a new feature in English warfare, is 
quite in harmony with the customs of Turkey 
and Arabia, where a contest ig hardly thought to 
be properly ended unless the vanquished leader's 
head has been carried away asatrophy. That of 
At Pasha, the famous Albanian rebel of 1821, 
who held out so long against the Sultan at 
Janina in Epirus, was set up over the principal 
gate of Constantinople, with the inscription, 
“This is the head of ALI TEBELLIN, Pasha of 
Janina.” The chief of the Yemen insurrection 
of 1870-71 was killed by the Turkish soldiers, and 
his head, salted and sewed up in a bag, was sent 
home by a Turkish dispatch boat. - The church 
tower of Cettinje, the capital of Montenegro, 
was hung with Turkish skulls as thickly as an 
apple tree with fruit till the reigning Prince, 
NIKITA PETROVITCH, forbade the practice. Nor 
must it be forgotten that there area few men 
still living whose fathers could remember seeing 
the skulls of executed Jacobites moldering under 
the arch of Temple Bar inthe capital of Great 
Britain itself.

Every photographer stands an inch taller 
in his shoes to-day, or will when he reads the 
latest decision of the Supreme Court. Photogra- 
phy, we learn, is not always a merely mechanical 
trade. Its products may be works of intellect, 
and those who make them are to be classified 
with authors. Such is the finding in the case of 
our unique townsman, NAPOLEON SARONY. He 
photographed the original specimen of that now 
extinct species, the ssthete, and a lithographer 
pirated his photograph. Upon suit being 
brought, the defense was that Congress had no 
right to class photographs with books and in- 
clude them in the copyright law. Photography 
was not known when the law was passed, and 
photographs were included in it by a special act 
passed in 1865. But the court finds that under 
the Constitution Congress has such power when 
the photographs are “original works of art,’’ 
the “ product of intellectual invention,” as was 
the case in hand. There can be as little 
doubt about the justice of the decision as 
there is about its declaring the law. And yet 
there are some puzzling things about it. The 
court intimates that photographs may be pro- 
duced “ without any originality of thought” or 
“novelty in intellectual operations.” Would 
such a photograph be subject of copyright? The 
court expressly declines to say, and the decision 
as to which class of photogra:hs any given one 
belonged might puzzle a Solomon. Thus one 
photographer might be protected under the law 
and another be without recourse. Imagine such 
a lawsuit about a book, and critics called as ex- 


perts!

The action of Mr. Busxu, a small stock- 
holder in the American Ship-building Com- 
pany, to have the charter of that corporation 
annulled is apparently one of the many curiosi- 
ties of stock jobbing. The petitioner alleges 
that the ship-building company isactually build- 
ing ships, whereas under the laws of this State a 
ship-building company must not build ships. It 
may manufacture bricks, sewing-machines, or 
type-writers, but ships—never. The odd thing 
about the business is that a stockholder endeav- 
ors to discredit and hamper the corporation in 
which he claims to own property. American 
ship-building has suffered many a hard blow 
from its enemies before now, but this from an 
alleged friend suggests nothing but an African 
in the fence.

AMUSEMENTS. 


BIJOU OPERA-HOUSE, 

Mr. H. B. Farnie who, as an adapter for 
the stage, has done some clever and much bad 
work, has taken “* La Vie Parisienne,” a three-act 
opera bouffe by Meilhac, Halévy, and Offenbach, 
and transplanted it to British soil. If the version 
of the original piece represanted at the Bijou 
Opera-house last evening is identical with the act- 
ing copy nowin use in London, it must be de- 
scribed as asad disfigurement of the French story, 
characters and score. What is most to be deplored 
isthat it is a disfigurement that does not even ex- 
cite merriment or supply coveted opportunities 
to delight the eye. The libretto by Meilhac and 
Halévy includes a plot and a long series of droll 
characters and incidents. A Swedish noble« 
man, Baron de Gondremarcs, and his wife 
visit Paris as tourists. A young viveur 
takes a fancy to the Baroness and, with 
the aid of a boon companion, passes 
himself off as a cicerone and lures the strangers 
to his own dwelling, assuring them that it is one 
of the branch establishments of the Grand Hotel. 
De Gondremarck is anxious to mingle with the 
demi-monde, so it becomes an easy matter to sep- 
arate husband and wife. The tradesmen and 
domestics of the viveur disguise themselves as 
the questionable frequenters of third-rate tables 
@héte and gaming hells, and de Gondremarck 
encounters experiences of the most extraordi- 
nary nature. But French librettists as well 
as French actors and actresses handle their 
material quite otherwise than Mr. Farnie and 
his local interpreters. De Gondremarck is a 
provincial at sea amid the splendors of gay 
Lutetia, but he is a gentleman, and so is his host, 
while the shoe-maker and glove-vender are gen- 
uine Alsatian shopkeepers, and, as such, very 


amusing. There are, however. no clowns in the 
French opera-bouffe, and there is little or no 
horse-play. Some very good French perform- 
ances of “* La Vie Parisienne” have taken place 
in New-York during the past 15 years, and per- 
sons who may remember the latest representa- 
tions at the Paris Varietés, three or four years 
since, will surely recall the matchless por- 
trayal of De Gondremarck by Dupuis. In 
the English version of the play, as made public 
last nig t, there was nothing to suggest the wit 
of the French authors or the comedy of the 
French players. Mr. Farnie—aided and abetted, 
we suspect, 4 Mr. Max Freeman, to whom we 
fancy we are indebted for the introduction of a 
cornet solo by the young lady who portrayed Ga- 
brielle, for the presence of the dancing dervishes 
who cannot keep quiet throughout ten bars of a 
chorus, and for the addition to the ball-room 
scene of sundry marches and countermarches 
by ill-fed and over-fed Amazons—Mr. Farnie, we 
say, has turned a brisk and mirth-provoking tale 
into a combination of bad burletta . and 
poorer -spectacle. Baron de Gondremarck 
appears as Baron von Wiener Schnitzel, an 
individual whose attire and manner would 
excite adverse comment in a Communist 
saloon. His wife is metamorphosed into his’ 
niece,and the French viveurs stand forth as 
cheapfimitations of English ** swells.” Either he 
or Mr. Freeman have changed the finales of the 
first and second acts, and these, instead of being 
climaxes that grow out of the situations, are 
boisterous and meaningless scenes. In a word, 
every atom of wit and probability has been care- 
fully expunged from the piece. The third act, 
which has undergone less Ghange than its prede- 
cessors, was liked best yesterday, but the im- 
ression of the work, as a whole. was un- 
avorable. This is to be regretted, for 
abundant evidence of the liberality of 
Messrs. Miles & farton, if not of their 
judgment in bringing forth ‘“* La Vie,” was of- 
fered by the production. Mr. Mansfield’s per- 
formance elicited most laughter. His picture 
of an aged German was painted by his familiar 
methods; his ** make-up” was excellent, his sing- 
ing expressive, and his German utterances were 
of unexceptionable appositeness and correct- 
ness. People who have not forgotten Mr. 
Munsfield’s acting in “Rip Van Win- 
kle” saw little that was new in 
last evening’s effort, but everybody had not 
heard “ Rip Van Winkle.” Mr. Jacques Kruger 
as Joe Taradiddle, the mischievous youth who is 
the author of all the trouble, and is ultimately 
brought inas Lord Mayor of London, was also 
very droll. The other parts were assigned to 
persons more or less known in the dramatic 
world, and conscientiously filled, but the effect 
betas cgay their exertions was somewhat un- 
certain. Miss Kate Davis, who embodied Chris- 
tine, the Baron's daughter, sang her numbers ac- 
ceptably, and the exhibition of her powers as 
a cornet-player was not needed to add to 
the interest of her representation. Another 
young lady, of whose name we are 
in ignorance, was permitted to warble 
a solo that was no more required than 
was Miss wvavis’s instrumental effort. If the 
stage manager of the Bijou Opera-house intends 
vermitting each of the artists to disclose his or 
er special attainments we may look ere long 
for a public performance upon the sewing- 
machine. The music was passably given. 
Nearly all the numbers were Offenbach’s; 
the few that were not in the score might be dis- 
pensed with to advantage. The scenery was 
tresh and beautiful, the costumes were new and 
brilliant, and there was much applause, although, 
as intimated, it is doubtful if “La Vie”’—this 
being the English title of the piece—will live 
through a protracted period of prosperity.

Mr. Sidney Woollett gave yesterday aft 
ernoon, at the University Club Theatre, the 
second recital in his new series of miscellaneous 
readings.

* Hiawatha.” Heinterpreted yesterday Shake- 
speare’s *““ Much Ado About Nothing.” There 
was great fluency, poetic feeling,and tendernessin 
his rendering of ** Hiawatha,” which, itis known, 
becomes monotonous unless it is treated with 
skill and unusual variety of manner. Mr. Wool- 
lett supplied this skill and this manner in his 
recital; this, on the whole, was as thoroughly 
ood and interesting as anything that he has 
one here. The dramatic episodes especially 
were given with forcible sincerity. There 
was an appreciative audience in the the- 
atre — when Mr. Woollett recited 
“Much Ado About Nothing’—a play which is 
nearly always misunderstood upon the stage. 
Mr. Wollett, however, is not apt to fall into those 
errors that mislead careless actors. He is a 
thoughtful interpreter, in the first place. He 
suggested very clearly and pleasantly the char- 
acters of Benedick and Beatrice, though he has 
hardly the grace and lightness of touch for the 
reading of Beatrice. He handled the man better 
than he handled the woman. Taken altogether, 
this recital illustrated finely the earnestness and 
the study that Mr. Woollett brings to his work. 
On next Tuesday afternoon Mr. Woollett will 
offer miscellaneous selections from Whittier, Mra. 
Browning, Southey, Jean Ingelow, Shelley

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LEGISLATING FOR THE CITY 


IMPORTANT MEASURES PASSED BY 
THE SENATE. 
BILLS PROVIDING FOR THE ELECTION OF 
‘ THE PRESIDENT OF THE ALDERMEN AND 
THE CONTROLLER ADOPTED. 

ALBANY, March 18.—The general appro- 
Priation bill was before the Senate this morning, 
and after being partly read without amendment 
was laid over till to-morrow. 

Mr. Gibbs's bill for the election by the people 
of the President of the Board of Aldermen, after 
& brief discussion, was ordered to a third reading. 
It provides that the first election for this officer 
shall be in next November; he shall have ali the 
rights, powers, and privileges of the present 
President of the board, and shall be subject to 
removal by the Governor in the same manner as 
Sheriffs. The ballots cast at his election shall be 
indorsed “* City and County.” The Board of Al- 
dermen may elect a Vice-President to serve dur- 
ing the absence or suspension of the President. 
Ata later stage of the session the bill was passed 
by a vote of 24 tol. 

Mr. Gibbs's bill for the election of Controller 
in New-York was next considered. No opposi- 
tion was made to the main features of the bill, 
but an effort was made to extend the term of 
Controller from three to four years. It was 
voted down, and the bill was ordered to a third 
reading and subsequently passed without a dis- 
senting vote. 

Mr. Gibbs's third bill, taking from the present 
Mayor the power to appoint officers to hold over 

“the term of the Mayor's successor, was strongly 
opposed by Mr. Daly. He argued that it was 
special Jegislation of the worst kind. and ap- 


peared to be dictated by personal spite and 
malice. It was not right, in his opinion, to de- 
prive the Mayor of powers that he held by law 
at the time the people elected him 1e Mayor- 
alty. In spite of Mr. Daly’s opposi:icn the bill 


a third reading and was opposed by Mr. Robb, 
who moved to strike out the sections relating to 
increase of salaries and to theinspection of steam 
boilers. Mr. Daly sustained the bill in its present 
shape. Messrs. McCarthy, Campbell, Plunkitt, 
Cullen, and Otis also advocated the bill, and it 

assed by a vote of 20 to2—Robb and Daggett. 

r. Robb, in explaining his vote against the bill, 
gave as an additional reason for it that it was 
against the principle of home rule, about which 
60 much was said. It should be left to the city 
authorities and not tothe Legislature to regulate 
the salaries of employes of the city. 

Mr. Coggeshall introduced a bill amending the 
Code of Civil Procedure so as to prohibit any 
clerk in a Surrogate’s office from acting as ap- 
praiser, attorney, or counselor, or as Referee in 
any matter before the Surrogate. 

Mr. Gibbs introduced a bill oneng sparts plot 
of ground at the junction of est Tenth 
and West streets, in New-York, for a wholesale 
oyster market, and authorizing the Commission- 
ersof the Sinking Fund to lease the same for 21 
years to the Wholesale Oyster-dealers’ Associ- 
ation, upon such terms as they may think best. 

The Assembly will take upon March 26 the 
nine reform measures of the Roosevelt investi- 

ating committee and continue their considera- 
jon until they are disposed of. A resolution to 
this effect was introduced by Mr. Roosevelt to- 
day and was passed by a vote of 69 to 24, after a 
standing rule had been suspended through his 
efforts by a vote of 78 to 28 No debate was 
allowed, and the opposition was confined to 
voting in the negative, a course which was taken 
almost exclusively by Democrats. 

The Howe Prison Commission bill was consid- 
ered in Committee of the Whole, and after a 
long and tedious debate, in which the Democrats 
accused the Republicans of unnumbered decep- 
tions and political crimes, it was progressed, and 
{fn the House was ordered to athird reading. 
The Democrats, through Mr. Rice, endeavored 
to amend the bill so as to compel the commission 
to report May 1. Both Rice and Smith, of Clin- 
ton, urged this, as also did House, of New- 
York, a Republican. The latter talked 
for the benefit of the 4,600 voters 
who, he said, favored the abolition 
of prison contract labor last Fall. Mr. Howe 
pointed out the necessity of giving the commis- 
sion ample time in which to report, and Mr. Van 
Allen joined with him in this. The vote order- 
ing the bill to a third reading was 57 to52. A 
number of Republicans broke from their party 
and voted in the negative with the Democrats. 
They were Dayton and House, of New-York; 
Nason and Taylor, of Kings; Zimmerman, of 
Albany, and Joyce, of Oneida. The bill will 
have no more than a bare majority on its final 
passage. 

The Daggett Water bill as amended by Mr. 
Church, of Queens, in the Cities Committee oc- 
cupied the larger portion of the morning's dis- 
cussion, Gen. Heath attempted, unsuccessfully, 
to substitute forit the Daggett billas it came 
from the Senate, which enables Brooklyn, with- 
out let or hindrance,to run her conduit and 
pumps into Queens, and thus increase her sup- 
ply. The Church amendments restrict Brooklvn 
to drawing from Queens only the surplus water 
which was running to waste over the county’s 
dams. A commission of three, composed of the 
State Engineer. a member to be appointed by the 
Supervisors of Queens, and the third by Mayor 
Lew, determines the quantity of this surplus, 
and the conduit shall not be utilized to lower the 
present water level of theisland. In other words, 
Brooklyn must go in some other direction than 
Queens for any enlarged supply of water. The 
bill was, however, ordered to a third reading in 
the shape in which it came from the Cities Com- 
wiittee by a vote of 91 to 6. 


M’DONALD STILL IN JAIL. 
ALBANY, March 18.—Judge Westbrook 
heard arguments to-day on the application to 
discharge from jail William McDonald, the con- 
tumacious witness held under arrest by order of 


the Senate. The Judge took the papers and re- 
manded the prisoner to jail, having refused a 
motion to place him in the custody of his coun- 
sel. It is expected that a decision on the novel 
points raised will be renderedin about a week.

DR. DAMROSCH ON MUSIC IN AMERICA. 

Music in America, and incidentally 
American music, were discussed at a meeting of 
the Nineteenth Century Club at the home of

A TALK WITH COL. INGERSOLL. 


NO GENERAL INTEREST, HE SAYS, IN THE 
PRESIDENTIAL QUESTION. 

St. Lovts, March 18.—Col. Robert Inger- 
60ll, who is now in this city, spoke to-day of his 
trip to the South-west as far as New-Mexico. 
He said the country down there was a magnifi- 
cent one, fine for grazing and fruit-raising when 
properly irrigated. Speaking of the Mexicans, 
he said he considered them a good people who 
had been unjustly treated by the Americans. 
They are not progressive, but are content with 
their old institutions, customs, and simple ways 
of living. Asa matter of opinion, the Colonel 
said, they were happiér than Americans, who are 


always rushing and never know when they have 
enough. He was asked who, in his opinion, had 
the best prospect for tne Republican Presiden- 
tial nomination, and replied: ** We people do not 
seem to care who the nominee will be. There is 
no general interest in the question. There are 
plenty of candida’ but they excite no par- 
ticular enthusiasm. No one works except the 
aspirants. We folks are waiting for some ono 
who has not been mentioned. Never before was 
there such a waveless apathy in politics. All the 
candidates are running abreast; no one is ahead. 
The pool-sellers cannot get a bid. There 
have been several little booms, but 
they have quietly died. The people act 
as though _— they thought the office 
of President ought to be abolished. What will 
be the chief issues in the campaign and wherein 
will the strength of the winning party lie? Will 
not the tanff figure largely in it? There will 
be two issues, civil rights and protection. If the 
Republican Party does not with all its_heart 
espouse both, it ought to be beaten. The Demo- 
cratic Party has not the heart to deal with one 
nor the brain to comprehend the other. I be- 
lieve the Republican Party is much stronger 
to-day than it was four years ago." 

“Is there any truth in the report about the 
secret history of the star route prosecution which 
the Springer committee is investigating and that 
it will implicate a number of public men if 
brought to ligbt 7” asked a reporter. 

“I know very little about the star route _busi- 
ness as reported in the papers,” said Col. Inger- 
soll. **I only know the facts, and consequently 
what I see in the papers is mostly news to me.

THE RELIEF OF GREELY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I have been much struck by the sug- 
gestion in your issue of to-day, that the Govern- 
ment should offer a suitable reward to whaling 
masters, who might thus be induced to convert 
to some extent their ordinary ventures into 
search expeditions in quest of Lieut. Greely and 
his party, thus enabling them, perhaps, to sup- 
plement most usefully the efforts for the recov- 
ery of our missing countrymen about to be made 
at the Government expense. You apply to a 
specific case—and with such force and terseness 


as should make it bear fruit—what I expressed in 
general principles when, a few years since, writ- 
ing in behalf of Dutch arctic enterprise,and favor- 
ing, withal, the co-operative action of the various 
Governments toward carrying out the plan of 
Lieut. Weyprecht, which was afterward adopt- 
ed, and in regard to which, it cannot be doubted, 
our navigators have performed, and may yet be 
performing, an important part. I said: ** While 
we would cordially favor such co-operative ac- 
tion, we would go somewhat further and raise 
the question whether the countries whose past 
interest in arctic exploration would entitle 
them to be classed among the friends of North- 
ern enterprise and of scientific progress should 
not league together, so to speak, and arrange a 
system of graduated rewards for discoveries, by 
whomsoever made, in this vast mysterious realm, 
which belongs broadly to science, but which no 
single nation cares to claim.” 

Certainly the inauguration of this principle 
may now a be undertaken by our Govern- 
ment as apply ng, if not to science, at least to 
the cause of humanity. We all know how 
much private enterprise can achieve and will 
often sacrifice to achieve. What might it not 
do, then, in this case, with the proper stimulus 
afforded in the shave of a liberal Government 
reward? Nearly three centuries ago Holland 
adopted _it in her search for the north-east pas- 
sage to India, even after all hopes on the part of 
the States-General had been exhausted through 
efforts of Government expeditions, by offering 
a reward of 25,000 florins to any navigators who 
should accomplish the voyage by the desired 
route, and a proportionate sum to those whose 
efforts might be deemed commendable, even 
though not crowned with success, and in a cer- 
tain sense the discovery of New-Netherland and 
the founding of this second Amsterdam was the 
result of the same enterprise. I hope the sug- 
gestion made will not fail of recognition on the 
ae of our Government: and if it shall not, I be- 

ieve we may yet be surprised at the results ac- 
complished through the frierdly rivalry such 
action will awaken in this humane quest.

THE NORTHERN TRANSIT COMPANY GET A 


VERDICT FOR $9,249. 

MriwavkEE, Wis., March 18.—A verdict 
‘was rendered in the United States court to-day 
in the case of the Northern Transit Company, of 
Michigan, against the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company, of Canada, in favor of the plaintiff for 
$9,249 35 damages, which includes interest. The 
suit, the second trial of which has just been com- 
pleted, was commenced in May, 1881, in the Cir- 
cuit Court for this county and was removed to 
the United States court. The bill of complaint set 
forth a contract made in February, 1879, between 
the defendant, representing a number of railroad 
systems, and the plaintiff, representing a number 
of steam-boat lines, by which they agreed to 
maintain a jointly connected railroad and lake 


line for the transportation of freight and poe 
gers. The steamers were to run between Sarnia, 
Chicago,and Milwaukee. The plaintiff alleged 
that in the years 1879 and 1880, by reason of the 
defendant failing to provide cars for the transfer 
of the freight, &c.. at the ports of Sarnia, Gode- 
rich, and Port Huron, it allowed thousands of 
tons of freight delivered at the different ports by 
the plaintiff to accumulate and detained the 
plaintiff's steamers for long periods. In the 
original complaint damages were demanded in 
the sum of ,000, but this demand was after- 
ward increased to $5 278 87. 

The answer of the defendant contained a gen- 
eral denial and set up a counter-claim for $50,000, 
alleging that its cars were detained at the dif- 
ferent ports through the fault of the plaintiff. 
The case was tried in March, 1882, and resulted 
in a verdict for the plaintiff in the sum ef $111,- 
166 66. The plaintiff had replied previously to 
the defendant’s counter-claim by denying every 
allegation made therein. Soon after the verdict 
the defendant moved for a new trial, and filed 
affidavits of four of the twelve jurors in the 
case,in which it was shown that after the jury 
had been out a long time they came to the con- 
clusion that it was impossible for them to agree 
upon a verdict upon the evidence, and agreed 
that each juror should state the sum which, in his 
opinion, the plaintiff was entitled to; that the 12 
sums thus obtained should be added together, 
the total divided by 12, the number of the jurors, 
and the result returned as the verdict in the 
case. It was inthis way that the verdict in the 
first case was reached. On this being shown to 
the court a new trial was granted, the verdict 
being found illegat and unwarranted and not 
according to the instructions given. 

At the close of the second trial, although the 
plaintiff's claim for damages had in the amended 
complaint been fixed at over $500,000, it had, by 
the abandonment of portions of it by the plain- 
tiff and the elimination of other portions by the 
court, been reduced to about half that sum. The 
defendant is satisfied with the verdict, and it is 
not likely that the plaintiff will attempt to secure 
a larger one. 


COL, HENKLE’S ELECTRIC SYSTEM. 


PROPOSING TO LIGHT CITIES FROM BATTER- 
IES AT NIAGARA FALLS, 

Lockport, N. Y., March 18.—Col. Leon- 
ard Henkle, the inventor of a system of electric 
lighting which he proposes to transmit to 65 
cities in the United States from central batter- 
ies stationed at Niagara Falls, to be run by im- 
mense water power there, was seen in this city 
to-day by THE TIMEs’s correspondent. The ac- 
tion of the State Commissioners condemning the 
land around the falls for an international park 
has greatly disconcerted Col. Hen"le’s arrange- 
ments, but he says new ones will be 


made and the ‘work will certainly go _ on. 
On Sunday he_ received a letter from 
a Chicago banker who has, he says, taken 
$1,000,000 of the stock, stating “that he was soon 
coming east to Baltimore, which city he would 
make his head-quarters. He will there take 
charge of the company and form a syndicate in 
New-York City to go on with the work. Col. 
Henkle is now having a cottage built at Niagara 
Falls which will be ready for his occupancy in 
May, and he will then go there to superintend 
the work of erecting buildings for the batteries 
and digging a canal to obtain the water power. 

The power will be transmitted in asi!ver wire 
about the size of a straw laid underground in- 
cased in heavy pipes made of asphaltum. Such 
a wire, the Colonel states, can with a 40-foot bat- 
tery at the Niagara Fali’s end, transmit in four 
hours to Rochester enough electricity to light 
that city for 12 hours. Lockport and Buffalo 
will probably be the first places where Col. 
Henkle will introduce his apparatus as experi- 
mental points, and he expects that he will be 
ready to make those experiments next Fall. Bya 
properly constructed means for the conservation 
of electric energy he expects to overcome the re- 
sistance usually found in transmitting currents 
through long distances.

OIL-PIPES IN NEW-JERSEY. 

TRENTON, March 18.—Senator Griggs’s 
bill, regulating the transportation of oil across 
the State, places in the hands of the State Water 
Commission the control of all oil transporting 
pipes. The Commissioners may, if they think 
necessary, require their reconstruction and di- 
rect the method of reconstruction. A penalty 
of $1,000 shall be visited upon the company that 
shall hereafter construct or maintain such pipe 
lines across any fresh water stream, except in 
the manner prescribed by the commission. A 
kindred act makes it unlawful for any person or 
corporation to prevent the discharge or —— 
of sludge acid upon any body of water in the 
State or upon its rder. The penalty for each 
violation is $1,000. The House had a warm dis- 
cussion this afternoon over Dr. Chattle’s resolu- 
tion proposing to submit to a vote of the people 
the propriety of a constitutional amendment 
forbidding the manufacture or sale of spirituous 
or vinous liquors within the limits of the State. 
It failed by a vote of 26 to 30. 

The Democrats of the two houses had another 
joint meeting to-day, and Major A. J. Smith was 
again accepted asthe Democratic candidate for 
State Controller, to be paraded before the Senate 
in the hope of inducing that body to go into a 
joint session. The House passed a resolution, in 
the afternoon, fixing to-morrow noon for the 
joint meeting. It will doubtless be killedin the 
Senate in the morning. 
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DEATH FROM TRICHINOSIS. 

LATROBE, Penn., March 18.—A_ verv 
strange case of poisoning has occurred near the 
Loyalhanna coal mining shaft. A family named 
Shulthers, (Germans,) consisting of husband and 
wife and two brothers, who formerly resided in 
Washington County, where they lost their home 
and suffered severely by the recent floods, are the 


victims. In their destitution they secured some 
fresh pork, of which they ate greedily without 
cooking and with no other condiment than salt. 
This occurred about three weeks ago. In the 
meantime they removed to Loyalhanna and the 
men went to work. A few days passed, when 
they were taken ill and symptoms of trichinosis 
set in. The woman, Mrs. Maria Shulthers, died 
and was buried yesterday, and her husband’s 
death is hourly expected. The two brothers are 
gradually getting worse,and in all probability 
will die. The case has excited the sympathy of 
the citizens, as the family were in very reduced 


circumstances.

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THE BUILDERS’ COMBINATION. 


THE SUBJECT OF PROTECTION AGAINST 


LABOR’S DEMANDS. 

A meeting of the Mason Builders’ Asso- 
ciation was held in the Brunswick Hotel last 
evening, the President, J, J. Tucker, in the chair. 
Twenty-three of the leading firms of master 
masons were represented, prominent among the 
members present being James B. Smith, Marc 
Eidlitz, Frank C. Tucker, Daniel Herbert, Frank 
M. Weeks, and Samuel Lowden. The association 
was formed in pursuance of the recommendation 
of a joint committee of masons and carpenters, 


which reported in favor of the organization of 
all branches of the building trade, in separate 
bodies, and the establishment of a central bureau, 
through which all might be enabled to act in 
harmony under rules to be adopted hereafter. 

President Tucker made an address, brietly out- 
lining the purposes of the organization, which 
was not intended, he said, to antagonize employ- 
ers and workmen, but to work for the best inter- 
ests of both classes. He sincerely ho that no 
occasion would arise during the coming year to 
array the master masons against their employes. 
The organization would find many questions de- 
manding its consideration, among them the

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CANDY WHICH INTOXICATES. 
Some days ago Mr. Robert J. Wilkin, 
Superintendent of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children. sent a communica- 
tion tothe Brooklyn Board of Health complain- 
ing that the health of many children was injured 


by the consumption of “rye and rock drops.” 
Large quantities of this kind of candy are pur- 
chased and eaten by school children every day. 
The drops are oblong in shape, of a straw-yellow 
color, and flavored with “essence of whisky”’ or 
fusel-oil. A sample of this candy sold to a child 
12 years of age was submitted to Dr. E. H. Bart- 
ley, the chemist of the Board of Health, for 
analysis. 

Dr. Bartley concludes a general report to 
Health Gommissioner Raymond on “rye and 
rock drops,” as follows: “In some of these 
candies the oil is not thoroughly mixed or dif- 
fused, and i good sized cavity is 
filled with fusel-oil. Estimating that a child 
may buy and eat a half-pound of this candy, 
containing 5.7 grains of the oil, it will be seen that 
it will take the maximum medicinal] dose for an 
adult and wiil probably experience distinct 
symptoms, such as dizziness, headache, or even 
slight intoxication.” 

A fatal dose of fusel-oil is stated by the best 
authorities to be from 1.4 to 1.6 grammes, or the 

uantity found in two pounds ot “rye and rock 

rops.” The effect of a smaller quantity is to 
produce dizziness, headache, sense of falling, and 
suffocation. Commissioner Raymond has re- 
ferred the matter to the counsel of the Health 
Department, who will report at an early date as 
to the best means of legully correcting the evil 
complained of. Itis probable that the sale of 
the candy in Brooklyn will be stopped. 
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DR. NEWMAN'S DISTURBED FLOCK.

SHERIFF DISBROW AWAITS HIS PRISONER 
WITH OPEN ARMS. 

Sheriff Disbrow, of Middlesex County, 
had finished all his arrangements for the recep- 
tion of ex-County Treasurer Jarrard, who 
just been extradited from Canada, by Saturday 
last. The Sheriff and Mr. Jarrard had been warm 
porsonal and political friends. It was owing, in- 
deed, to Mr. Jarrard’s efforts that Sheriff Disbrow 
got to be Sheriff Disbrow. In memory of old 
times the Sheriff had set apart two of the most 
comfortable cells in the jail at New-Brunswick 
for the ex-Treasurer’s use. Both were furnished 
neatly. but not luxuriously. One was for a 
sleeping apartment, the other wus to be used as a 
reception-room. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning Jarrard was 
driven to the jail in a carriage, and he immediate- 
ly took possession of his quarters. Constable 
Soper, of Metuchen, and Mr. Wood, one of 
Pinkerton’s detectives, accompanied him. They 
had brought him from Welland, Canada, where, 
in the hope of saving himself from surrender to 
the New-Jersey authorities, he had forsworn his 
American allegiance and caught on to the tail of 
the British lion. The prisoner has retained State 
Senator Schenck to defend him, and he will be 
assisted by Mr. Howard McSherry. Less than an 
hour after Jarrard’s arrival at the jail Judge 
Scudder arrived at the Court-house to consult 
about the amount of bail to be required.

LANDING OF CABIN PASSENGERS. 
STEAM-SHIP MEN OPPOSED TO THE USE OF 
THE BARGE OFFICE. 

More than a score of ocean steam-ship 
agents conferred with Collector Robertson yes- 
terday regarding the proposed change in the 
manner of Janding cabin passengers and their 
baggage in this port. The Treasury Department 
desires to have all the baggage of cabin passen- 
gers on incoming ocean steam-ships inspected at 
the new Barge Office on the Battery. It is pro- 
posed to have a Government barge. properly 
equipped for the purpose, meet each steam-ship 


after it leaves Quarantine and transfer the cabin 
passengers cnd their belongings to the Barge 
Ottice. The arrangement, it is believed, will save 
time and expense, as it will enable the Custom- 
house officers to make all of their inspections in 
one place, instead of in several places, as they 
are vow doing. 

Acting upon instructions from Secretary Fol- 
ger, the Coliector invited the representatives of 
the various steam-ship lines to meet bim at his 
office in the Custom-house yesterday. The fol- 
lowing-named gentlemen were present: Vernon 
H. Brown, agent of the Cunard Line: R. J. Cor- 
tis, of the White Star Line; F. W. J. Hurst, Na- 
tional; E. F. Wright, Red Star; William H. 
Guion, Jr.. Guion Line; L. de Bebian, French 
Line; W. H. T. H agnes. Cuba Steam-ship Line; 
Herbert Barber, Monarch Line; A. hrens, 
Hamburg-American Packet Comeanss Gustav 
H. Schwab, North German Lloyd; Robert Floyd, 
Inman; William Coverly, Anchor; H. Cazanx, 
Netherlands-American; F. le Boulanger, Bor- 
deaux: A. Lembcke, White Cross, and G. Marea- 
ger, Thingvalia, and others. Surveyor Benedict 
and Naval Officer Graham also participated in 
the conference. The Collector explained that 
the Government desired to ascertain in what 
manner and at whose expense the transfer of 
passengers and baggage from the steam-ships to 
the Barge Office should be made. 

Some of the steam-ship men expressed their 
views freely. They were apparently unanimous 
in the belief that the proposed method would be 
found to be impracticable. They, however, were 
willing to co-operate with the Government in 
trying the experiment. Somethought the new 
plan would consume more time than the present 
one; that the passengers would run a greater 
risk of injury and loss of baggage; that the trans- 
fer from the steam-ships to the Barge Office 
would increase the expense of landing the passen- 
gers; that the American passengers, who were 
always in a hurry to get on shore; would not like 
the proposed change, and, finally, that the new 
Barge Office was not large enough to do the work 
suggested. Collector Robertson requested the 
agents to give him their respective views in writ- 
ing as soon as possible, and many of them 
promised to do so. 

The new Barge Office is expected to be ready 
for complete use in about 30 days. The laying of 
the floor was finished last week. Some of the 
Customs Inspectors believe with the steam-ship 
men that the building is not large sr en- 
able allthe work to be done there. t year 
87,000 cabin passengers were landed at this port.

A PULPIT FOR THE CARDINAL. 
fHE FINE MEMORIAL FROM THE CLERGY 
TO BE PLACED IN THE CATHEDRAL 

The plans and specifications of the me- 
morial marble pulpit, an offering of the clergy 
of the Arch-diocese of New-York to Cardinal 
McClosky, on the occasion of the anniversary of 
his golden jubilee, have been completed by 
James Renwick, architect of the cathedral. The 
pulpit will be 13 feet in height, of an octagonal 
shape, approached by 17 steps*to the platform. 
The pulpit proper will be 8 feet 6 inches in 
height. The steps will be of white marble, with 
an ornamented Gothic balustrade. The base of 
the pulpit will be of Westchester marble, 4 feet 
wide and 39 inches high, on which there is to be a 
molding corresponding with the columns of the 
cathedral. On top of this molding there will be 
acentral column of white marble, 14 inches in 
diameter, surrounded by eight columns of col- 
ored marble, with white marble bases and caps 
ornamented with foliage. Above the columns 
there are two rows of rich foliage, going beyond 
the lines of the columns sufficiently to make the 
base of the molding 5 feet 6 inches in diameter. 
This base marbje molding is ornamented with a 
ball of flowers in the cove. The ground plan of 
— molding, as well as of the pulpit, is octag- 
onal. 

The pulpit is to rest against one of the marble 
pillars of the cathedral and will have six sides 
which are exposed, ene being occupied by the 
entrance to the stairs. On the five corners of 
the pulpit which are exposed there will be 
Gothic canopies and brackets under them, —- 

orting statues of five great preachers of the 

‘atholic Church. The places between the can- 
opies will be richly paneled in Gothic style, the 
columns of which, as well as of those of the can- 
opies, will be of polished Mexican onyx. The 

und of the panels will be of a rich Gothic 
racery; the groups above the panels will be of 
a rich foliage, surmounted bya table molding 
ornamented, which is the top of the pulpit. The 
marble will be cut at the establishment of Drad- 
dy Brothers, at Carrara, Italy. Mr. Renwick 
says that this will be the most expensive pulpit 


in the world.

DANGER FROM ELECTRIC WIRES. 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH SYSTEM. 

Mayor Edson forwarded to the Board of 
Aldermen, yesterday, a report from G. Elliot 
Smith, Superintendent of the Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph system, and asked that immediate action 
be taken on the matter referred to. The Super- 
intendent calls attention to the damage to a 
number of the fire signal boxes in consequence of 
interference with the department’s circuits by 
wires of the electric lighting companies. He 
charges that the wires of the companies have 


been erected hastily and without attention to 
theinterest of the Fire Department. Especial- 
ly is this said to be true in Broadway. In- 
stances are given where the electric light 
wires have destroyed four telephone in- 
struments, one alarm gong, and 18 street 
boxes. The central office relays and switches 
have been ogy ! damaged. The pecuniary 
loss was slight, but the possible consequences of 
a fire originating in the most dangerous district 
ofthe city when the system was out of order 
made it imperative that there should be reason- 
able means for protection. The danger, the re- 
port sets forth, is not confined to a direct con- 
tact with a fire-alarm wire, but may be conveyed 
thereto through any other wire happening to be 
crossed ata distant point. The whole system is 
thus endangered by the network of wires, and it 
might be annihilated at any moment. 

@ remedy suggested is the placing of the 
wires of the electric light companies under 
ground, even if the result should be the an- 
nibilation of the lights. The danger, it is sug- 
gested, might be dim‘nished through a milder 
remedy. Proper ordinances, with certain regu- 
lations governing the placement of all the out- 
Bide wires and ge oe of the light systems, 
should be enacted. It is also suggested that au- 
thority should be had to compel the electric light 
companies to discontinue the currents in hazard- 
ous periods, such as during the prevalence of 
high winds, storms, &c. 

The draft of an ordinance was submitted with 
the report. It provides that all electric light 
wires to be strung in the future shall be placed 
under ground. It also imposes several regula- 
tions looking to the safety of the fire-alarm wires 
where electric wires are already in existence. 
The matter was reterred to the Committee on Fire 


and Buildings.

MR. GORRINGE’S SHIP COMPANY, 
ACTION OF A STOCKHOLDER TO HAVE ITS 
CHARTER ANNULLED. 


. Attorney-General O’Brien has appointed 
to-morrow, at 1 o’clock P. M., at his office in 
Albany, as the timeand place for hearing the ap- 
plication of a stockholder to have an action 
brought to annul the charter of the American 
Ship-building Company. The petitioner in this 
case is William Bush, a holder of 50 shares of the 
stock of the corporation, which he desires to 
have dissolved. The grounds upon which the 
Attorney-General is to be asked to bring an ac- 
tion are, substantially, that the provisions of the 
law under which the company was organized do 


not give it the right to manufacture ships, and 
that the company is financially distressed and 
should be placed in the hands of a Receiver. 

The petition sets forth wnat the American Ship- 
wasereComenny was organized March 5, 1883, 
under tae general manufacturing act of 1848, In 
support of the allegation that that act does not 
authorize the building of ships. itis recited that 
concurrent vis are now pending in the State 
Legislature amending the act of 1848 so as to 
* permit companies to be organized thereunder 
for the purpose of building and repairing vessels 
and repairing machinery for vessels and any 
article used in the equipment and outfit of ves- 
sels.” Itis intimated that the company is in- 
terested in securing the passage of these bills. It 
is also alleged in the petition that from an affi- 
davit made 7 J. F. Tams, the debts of the 
American Ship-building Company, on Feb. 18, 
1884, amounted to $217,776 20. he company was 
organized with $250,000 capital, which was sub- 
sequently increased to $750,000, and on Feb. 18 
last was decreased by a vote of the stockholders 
to $300,000. Mr. William Bush, through his coun- 
sel, J. Adriance Bush, has advertised his 50 shares 
of stock for sale, but claims to have received no 
bids for its purchase. 

Mr. H. H. Gorringe, the President of the com- 
pany, stated yesterday that he had but just 
jearned of Mr. Bush's intention to go before the 
Attorney-General on matters concerning the 
company. There had been some correspond- 
ence between Mr. J. Adriance Bush and Mr. 8. L. 
M. Barlow, the counsel of the company. The 
whole matter, so far as the company was con- 
cerned, was in the hands of Mr. Barlow, who was 
out of town. Mr. Gorringe had-been informed 
by eminent counsel thut the company had been 
properly organized. The report was not true 
that the bills amending the act of 1848 were in- 
stigated or being pressed oy porppae connected 
with the company. “ Those bills,” said Mr. Gor- 
ringe, “are not being pressed directly or indi- 
rectly by any person interested in our pave: al 
To the other points alleged in Mr. Bush’s petition 
both Mr. Gorringe and Mr. Tams said that Mr. 
Barlow would in due time make ample answers. 


AN OLD FARMER'S GIFTS. 
ARGUMENT IN A CASE OF SPECIAL INTEREST 
TO CHARITABLE SOCIETIES. 

A case of special interest to charitable 
associations was argued before the Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday. It isthe suit of Miles B. Riggs, 
as Administrator of the estate of Ira Riggs, 
against the American Tract Society. Ira Riggs 
wasa Wayne County farmer, a hard, stern, un- 
yielding man, with a perfect confidence in his 
own methods, and a contempt for those of 
others. He had two wives,and both had been 
compelled to leave him, but the second returned 
and was with him when hedied. His four sons 


left his household before they were of mature 
age, and for many years had little communica- 
tion with him. He believed them rebellious, and 
unworthy of benefit from his estate. 

At various times in 1871, 1872, and 1874 he paid 
tothe American Tract Society sums of money 
aggregating $4,000 under a contract toat the so- 
ciety should use the money for charitable pur- 
poses, but should pay him interest on it, and 
after his death should pay the interest to his 
widow and his daughter. Ira Riggs died in 1874, 
82 years old. His Administrator then sued to 
recover the money, alleging that he was of un- 
sound mind when the contracts were made. The 
Tract Society pleaded its good faith in the mak- 
ing and performance of the contract, and that 
Riggs was capable of managing his affairs. 
The case was tried before Judge Macomber, 
and the jury found for the plaintiff’ The 
General Term affirmed the judgment. The 
Tract Society appealed on tne _ grounds 
that the evidence did not showthat Riggs was 
of unsound mind in the legal sense of the term; 
that for lack of such proof the complaint 
should have been dismissed; that there 
were circumstances shown that’ enabied 
the court to understand how Riggs could 
have believed the il) he did believe re- 
specting his sons; that the society, having no 
notice of the alleged insanity, and having accept- 
ed the money and disposed of it properly under 
the contracts, could not be compelled to give 
other money for it, and that the Administrator 
and the other heirs of the deceased were estopped 
from recovery by their failure to endeavor, dur- 
ing their father’s lifetime, if he was insane, to 
prevent him from wasting his estate. Howard 
Payson Wilds, of this city, and E. H. Avery, of 
Auburn, argued the American Tract Society’s 
appeal, and H,. V Howland, of Auburn, op- 


posed it,

RUN DOWN BY A STEAMER. 
THE BRIGANTINE ADDIE TODD SUNK DUR- 
ING A DENSE FOG. 

The steam-ship City of San Antonio, of 
the Mallory Line, which arrived yesterday from 
Fernandina, brought the crew of the brigantine 
Addie Todd, which she ran down and sunk off 
the Delaware Light-ship during her outward 
passage. The collision occurred at 8 A. M. on 
March 8 during a dense fog. The steam-ship 
was proceeding cautiously and sounding her 
fog whistles at regular intervals. Capt. 
Crowley, of the lost. vessel, said that 


he did not hear -the whistle of the 
steam-ship until she was close upon him. It was 
then too late to avoid her. A large hole was 
stove in the port bow of the schooner, between 
the bowsprit and the cathead. The hole extcnd- 
ed below the water-mark, and the brigantine be- 
gan to fill as soon as the two vessels had drifted 
apart. The crew of the brigantine hurriedly 
launched their boat and got into it, saving only 
a portion of their effects. They had barely got 
away from the wreck before she bean to sink. 
Within 30 minutes after the collision the Todd 
had disappeared. 

The steam-ship sustained no injuries of a 
serious nature, and she proceeded after having 
taken on board the brigantine’s crew. which con- 
sisted of the Captain and six men.

PART OF WASHINGTON MARKET FIN- 
ISHED. 

The marketmen, who have been out in 
the street with their goods for the last 10 months, 
are jubilant over the prospect of soon entering 
the part of the new Washington Market which is 
now finished. The laying of the floor and the 


construction of the stalls will begin next week. 
The finished portion is next to Washington- 
street and is about three-sevenths of the entire 
market. The cellars, which ran along under the 
outer edge of the old market, have been filled up, 
and the ground is level, dry, and hard. The 
building is clean, commodious, and well lighted. 

Bids have been open to contractors for the con- 
struction of the remainder of the market for 
some time. Only three were handed in. These 
were opened by Commissioner Thompson yester- 
day at the Department of Public Works, and 
Beroard Gallagher, of Brooklyn, who built the 
last section of the Fulton Market, was found to 
have the lowest bid, which was $168,550. If his 
sureties are approved he will get the contract. 
The amount appropriated for the completion of 
the market is 180.000. Controller Grant said yes- 
terday that the Jefferson Market would proba- 
bly open between the first and middie of April. 
The marketmen are rapidly building their stalls.

SOFT GLOVES IN 1HE BULL RING. 
TWO OIL BROKERS BROUGHT TOGETHER 
FOR A FRIENDLY BOUT, 

Two well-built young men stood facing 
eaca other within the nickel-plated railing of 
the “ bull ring” in the New-York Petroleum Ex- 
change, No. 18 Broadway, at 12:30 o’clock yestcr- 
day noon. Each man was in his shirt sleeves and 
without either waistcoat orcollar. Surrcunding 
the * bull ring” were about 200 oil brokers close- 
ly crowded together and watching with eager 
enthusiasm the scene in the centre. 

“Time !" called out a clear, calm voice. 

The two men advanced to the centre of the 
ring and shook hands, They were H. Fredericks 
and J. W. Halk, well-known and popular mem- 


bers of the Exchange, whose respective abilities 
as boxers had often been the subject of earnest 
discussion among their friends. Frequent at- 
tempts had been made to get them to settle, with 
the gloves, the mooted question of superiority. 
Such attempts had invariably failed because of 


the absence of the gloves or the lack of time and ° 


place. A tew of the oil brokers, however, deter- 
mined to bring the young athletes together in a 
friendly bout, and two pairs of eight. ounce soft 
boxing gloves were quietly procured. Word 
was passed to nearly all of the active members of 
the Exchange to be on hand during the noon 
recess yesterday. 

The two men chiefly interested were somewhat 
surprised when they found that they had been 
booked for a sparring match, but, taking the 
matter as a good joke, they pony pas 
The janitor sprinkled sawdustin the “ bull ring,” 
which is about 15 by 6% feet in dimensions. Broad- 
cloth coats, diamond-studded scarfs, and immacu- 
late euffs were laid aside, and the fresh, clean 
gloves were drawn on. Thesparrers were each 
about 5 feet 11 inches high and apparently in fine 
physical condition. George Lederer acted as 
second and E. C. Hetzel as bottle holder for 
Fredericks, and M. Lauterbach and N. W. 7. 
Hicks, respectively, performed the same delicate 
services for Mr. Halk. Dr. Comer was selected 
as referee. Jt was agreed that the Marquis of 
Queensberry rules should govern the contest. 

The excitement reached a high pitch as the 
combatants threw themselves on guard for the 
first round. The ezger spectators pressed so 
closely against the stout metal railing that it 
seemed as if they would break it down. Bets of 
$10 to $8 on Fredericks were offered and were 
promptly taken. The men approached each other 
warily and played cautiously for an opening. 
Halk was the first to send in a blow which Fred. 
ericks succeeded in countering. The latter then 
dealt his opponenta blow in the right eye, knock- 
ing him off his feet. The first knock-down was 
claimed for Fredericks and allowed. Time of the 
round about 2:45. 

Halk’s eye bore a suspiciously dark look as he 
came up for the second round. He appeared 
nervous, but determined. Fredericks was in 
— condition and was disposed to swagger a 
ittle. He madea pass or two at Halk who, see- 
ing a good opening. struck out vigorously with 
his left. The said left alighted with a resounding 
thwack on Fredericks’s nose, sending its owner 
toearth. First blood was claimed and allowed 
for Halk. Time about 1:35. 

While the men were being rubbed down, the 
spectators bestowed their criticisms with liberal 
and refreshin frankness. The betting was 
about even. The dark circle around Halk’s right 
= was atrifie darker as he advanced for the 
third round. Crimson dots adorned the bosom 
of Fredericks’s snowy shirt. The two men wasted 
no timein this encounter. They pitched into 
each other with little regard for skill or grace. 
In a littie while Halk’s second declared that his 
principal had been hit under the belt and claimed 
afoul. The referee refused to allow the claim, 
and the combat was renewed. After a few vigor- 
ous passes, Fredericks got his opponent's head in 
chancery and applied himself to the task of col- 
oring his left eye. Halk received the blows with 
good grit, but being unable to get his head out 
of chancery lost the round and the battle by the 
lapse of time.

POLICEMEN CONVICTED OF A CRIME. 

Nearly a year ago Patrolmen Smith and 
Dempsey, of the Sixteenth Precinct, were 
convicted, in the Court of General Sessions, of 
an assault, in having arrested Jacob Sharp, the 
President of the Twenty-third-Street Railroad, 
without proper cause. Officer Smith appealed 
from the conviction, but the Court of Appeals 
affirmed the decision. No person, however, can 
be appointed a policeman or continue in service 
as such, according to the statute, who has been 
convicted of crime. 

Corporation Counsel Andrews yesterday sent 
an opinion tothe Police Commissioners, in which 
he holds that a patrolman convicted of an offense 
such as that of which Smith and Dempsey were 
found guilty cannot continue on the police 
force. Therefore, assoon as an official copy of 
the conviction of Patrolman Smith is obtained, 
he should be dismissed from the force, his case 
having been reviewed by the highest court in the 
State. The case of Patrolman Dempsey, Mr. 
Andrews held, was somewhat different, as he did 
not appeal from the conviction, and, therefore, 
it is not “ beyond the possibility of review.” The 
Roard of Police have not decided what action 
they will take in his case.

MRS. ALKALAY GIVEN A DIVORCE. 


JUROR STILLER CHANGES HIS MIND TWICE 
AS TO THE MATTER, 

In the suit of Elisa Alkalay, in the Su- 
preme Court, before Judge Van Vorst, for a 
limited divorce from Joseph Alkalay, 32 ques- 
tions of fact were submitted to the jury on Mon- 
day afternoon. At the opening of the court yes- 
terday the questions and answers were read. 
Every one of the 32 issues was decided in favor of 
Mrs. Alkalay. The jury found that Alkalay had 
falsely accused his wife of having been unchaste 
before she was married; had beaten her while 
trying to make her obedient to his will in all re- 
spects, and had threatened, while in a maniacal 
mood, to burn their house over her head. 

At the request of Mr. Henry Wehle, counsel 
for Alkalay, the jurors were polled, and al! but 
Herman Stiller said that the verdict announced 
by the foreman was theirs. Stiller said it was 
not his, although he had signed it on Monday 
night. Judge Van Vorst commented on the act 
of the juror as extraordinary. The foreman 
started to say that in his opinion Juror Stiller 
was guilty of contempt of court, when Judge 
Van Vorst answered that the court would deal 
with the matter without aid. Only once 
before in his experience, he said, had 
a juror repudiated a_ verdict after hav- 
ing signed it. He had compelled that 
juror to show ‘cause why he should not be pun- 
ished for contempt. As he had not lost control 
of the present jury, he said, he would send them 
out again to deliberate. Lawyer Welle protest- 
ed rege g ! against this course, armulan that 
the jury had been finally discharged from the 
consideration of the case by the fact that they 
had prepared an impartial verdict and then sep- 
arated. 

The jury went out again, and when they re- 
turned, an hour later, with the same verdict and 
were again polled, Juror Stiller said that the ver- 
dict was his. To the surprise of the lawyers, 
Judge Van Vorst did not cailon Stiller for an ex- 
planation of his course.

THE NINE DAYS’ VOYAGE OF AN INTELLI- 
GENT STATEN ISLAND MOUSER. 


Three children were playing on the 
beach at Eltingville, Staten Island, recently, 
when they took a cat that had followed them 
from the house, and to frighten it tossed it into a 
skiff and pushed the boat from the shore. A 
strong wind and tide soon carried the boat and 
its occupant out of sight in the direction of 
Sandy Hook. Ten days later a fishing smack an- 
chored off Eltingville, and a boat put ashore, 
towing the missing skiff, while a sailor bad the 
eat in his arms.
